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Master^s  Address 


For  sixty-six  years  the  Pennsylvania  -State  Gran^^e  has  met  in  regu- 
lar  annual  session,  as  required  by  its  Constitution.  Two  generations  have 
come  and  grone,  but  the  Grange  continues  because  it  renders  a  service  and 
it  will  survive  as  long  as  it  continues  to  serve. 

The  farmers  of  our  State  have  felt  the  need  of  an  organization  and 
have  looked  to  the  Grange  to  supply  that  need.  They  have  not  been  dis- 
appointed,  for  during  two-thirds  of  a  century,  agricultural  interests  have 
benefitted  by  the  Grange.  With  increased  devotion  and  interest,  the  Order 
gains  strength  as  the  years  go  by.  That  our  State  Grange  is  keeping 
pace  with  the  progress  of  our  land,  is  well  evidenced  by  its  standing  and 
influence  in  our  State,  which  has  never  been  greater  than  at  the  present 
This  is  not  the  result  of  any  individual  or  clique  or  faction,  but  the  result 
of  cooperation  of  a  vast  army  of  loyal  Patrons.  Thanks  be  to  the  founden 
of  our  Order  for  making  Fraternalism  the  cornerstone  of  the  Grange. 

•Seven  years  of  service  as  Master  have  been  filled  with  activities  of 
various  nature,  and  to  say  they  have  been  busy  years,  would  be  putting 
it  mildly.  But  we  are  glad  to  say  that  they  have  been  pleasant  ones  and 
we  hope  our  efforts  have  been  for  the  "Good  of  the  Order."  Sometimes 
the  future  looked  gloomy  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  cooperation  of  a 
fraternal  body  of  loyal  Patrons,  who  were  willing  to  overlook  our  short- 
comings, we  would  have  been  tempted  to  turn  back.  Patrons,  you  little 
realize  how  much  your  forbearance  has  meant  to  us,  and  we  assure  you  we 
shall  never  forget  it.    Words  fail  us  in  expressing  our  appreciation. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

Our  last  State  Grange  session  which  met  in  our  Capitol  City,  Harris- 
burg,  for  the  first  time  in  forty  years,  was  one  of  vast  importance.  On 
account  of  entertaining  the  National  Grange,  it  was  necessary  to  confine 
our  meeting  to  two  days,  thus  doing  in  two  short  days  what  otherwise 
would  require  three  days  of  hard  work. 

This  meeting  followed  by  the  National  Grange  meeting,  climaxed  a 
strenuous  season  during  which  we  held  sixteen  special  State  Grange  meet- 
ings for  degree  work,  conferring  the  Sixth  Degree  eighteen  times  on  a 
total  of  5,141  candidates,  who  were  later  invested  with  the  Degree  of  Ceres, 
forming  a  part  of  the  class  of  6,715  candidates  who  took  the  Seventh  De- 
gree at  Harrisburg. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  four  new  Subordinate  Grange  organiza- 
tions and  three  reorganizations,  and  ten  new  Juvenile  Grange  organiza- 
tions and  five  reorganizations  to  our  credit.  Our  membership  of  66,024 
is  the  largest  for  several  years.  Our  Juvenile  membership  June  30,  1938, 
was  3,46B. 

Some  sections  show  a  very  substantial  gain,  proving  what  can  be  done 
when  "People  have  a  mind  to  work."     Special  recognition  should  be  given  . 
to  Mercer  and  Venango  counties,  where  they  put  on  special  drives,  and 
gained  many  members. 

We  feel  that  the  spirit  of  cooperation  and  fraternalism  is  at  a  high 
standard  and  must  be  maintained.  Our  Granges  are  in  a  healthy  con- 
dition, doing  better  ritualistic  work  and  stressing  the  principles  of  the 
Order.  In  short,  the  outlook  of  Grange  work  in  our  State  is  very  grati- 
fying. 


Deputy  System 

From  year  to  year  we  have  strengthened  our  Deputy  System,  yet 
much  more  needs  to  be  done.  EJfficient  work  of  our  Deputies  has  accom- 
plished much  for  the  good  of  the  Order.  If  we  are  to  increase  the  strength 
of  our  Order,  we  must  go  out  into  the  "highways  and  hedges"  and  bring 
in  the  wanderers.  Their  assistance  in  building  up  the  membership  of  our 
Order  has  been  very  noticeable  in  many  counties  where  the  work  of  the 
Grange  is  more  effective. 

I  recommend  that  Deputies  be  required  to  inspect  the  different  Granges 
at  stated  intervals  as  to  work  done,  condition  of  their  books,  increases  or 
decreases  in  membership,  interest  in  meetings,  publicity  given  to  the  Grange 
in  the  community,  etc.  While  this  information  will  be  of  interest  in  the 
State  Grange  office,  it  will  be  of  more  service  to  the  Deputy  and  should 
form  a  basis  for  his  talks  when  visiting  the  Granges. 

Finance  Committee 

In  some  Granges  this  committee  seems  to  be  considered  as  the  fifth 
wheel  of  a  wagon.  This  should  not  be  the  case,  as  it  is  the  watchdog  of 
the  finances  of  the  Grange.  It  is  the  duty  of  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  to  make  a  comprehensive  audit  of  the  books  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  to  assist  them  in  this  work.  We  have  prepared  blanks  that  have  been 
sent  to  each  Grange,  hoping  that  they  will  find  it  easier  to  do  their  work. 
Many  Granges  have  suffered  hardships,  and  some  became  dormant  because 
a  full  understanding  of  their  accounts  were  not  available  to  the  members. 

Decorum 

Someone  has  defined  decorum  as  "The  nice  way  of  doing  things." 
Too  often  people  forget  the  meaning  of  this.  Many  Granges  have  ceased 
to  exist  because  things  were  done  in  a  slipshod  manner. 

Our  Ritual  is  our  book  of  decorum  in  the  Grange  and  should  be  ad- 
hered to  in  a  dignified  manner.  What  manners  are  in  the  home,  ritualism 
is  in  the  Grange.  The  Grange  that  thinks  it  has  a  better  way  of  doing 
things  than  that  laid  down  in  our  manual,  soon  begins  to  deteriorate. 
Cutting  across  comers  never  helped  a  Grange.  If  you  have  a  better  way 
than  that  found  in  the  manual,  the  National  Grange  wants  to  know  it 
and  you  may  rest  assured  that  it  will  soon  appear  in  the  manual. 

Grange  Units 

Juvenile,  Subordinate,  Pomona,  State  and  National  Granges  are  all 
dependent  upon  one  another.  While  it  may  be  possible  to  have  a  good 
Grange  without  contact  with  the  other  branches,  yet  it  is  true  that  such 
a  Grange  would  be  a  better  one  if  it  had  a  close  contact  with  the  other 
units.     Hence,  the  need  of  a  closer  relationship. 

We  urge  that  all  communications  from  other  units  be  read  and  con- 
sidered. Only  on  rare  occasions  should  the  Grange  consider  communica- 
tions coming  from  outside  the  Order. 

A  brief  study  of  the  different  degrees  will  convince  the  most  skeptical 
of  their  inter-relation,  as  well  as  the  relation  that  exists  between  the 
different  units. 

Agriculture 

"The  prosperity  of  a  nation  is  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  its  pro- 
duction. The  soil  is  the  source  from  which  we  derive  all  that  constitutes 
wealth.  Without  it  we  would  have  no  agriculture,  no  manufacturing  and 
no  commerce.     Of  all  the  material  gifts  of  the  Creator,  the  various  pro- 
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ductions  of  the  vegetable  world  are  the  first  in  importance  The  art  at 
agriculture  is  the  parent  and  forerunner  of  all  arts,  and  its  products  sZ 
the  foundation  of  all  wealth."  *^® 

Agricultural  conditions  in  our  State  are  still  on  the  decline.     Cost  of 
production  has  increased  and  prices   have  declined.     More  acres  are  un 
cultivated,  and  more  people  are  unemployed.     Agriculture  in  Pennsylvania" 
as  well  as  in  America,  is  in  a  serious  condition.    Most  persons,  particularly 
those  who  live  in  cities,  do  not  realize  that  practically  no  "average*'  fanner 
has  made  a  profit  from   his   operations   since   1920.     Many  farmers  who 
thmk  they  have  made  a   living  from  their  farms  have  merely  been  col- 
lecting a  small  rate  of  interest  on  their  investment  or  in  thousands  of  cases 
consumed  their  capital.     According  to  surveys  of  groups  of  farms  in  all 
sections   of   the   country,    it   has    been    shown    conclusively  that   only  the 
occasional  farmer  favored  by  some  fortunate  combination  of  circumstances 
has  been  able  to  make  as  much  as  $4.00  per  day.  ' 

Since  19d2,  SI  Million,  349  Thousand  acres  of  land  in  the  United 
States  have  become  idle,  caused  by  importation  of  foodstuff  from  foreign 
countries.  In  less  than  that  time,  for  every  pound  of  live  hogs  we  imtported, 
we  now  import  one  and  one-fourth  tons;  for  every  bushel  of  corn  we  im- 
ported five  years  ago,  we  now  import  525  bushels.  Idle  acres  and  idle 
men  never  did  and  never  will  spell  prosperity  on  the  farm  or  elsewhere. 

We  hear  much  about  finding  new  uses  for  farm  products.  What  will 
it  profit  the  American  Farmer  if  we  double  the  uses  of  farm  products 
and  then  get  the  extra  farm  products  from  other  countries? 

We  hear  much  about  over-production,  which  to  my  mind  should  be 
the  least  of  our  worries.  He  who  sendeth  the  rain  and  the  sunshine,  early 
in  the  history  of  man,  commanded  him  to  till  the  earth.  He  has  never 
vetoed  nor  recalled  that  command.  I  have  never  known  Him  to  make  a 
mistake  and  I  still  think  He  knows  how  much  to  produce.  The  complaint 
of  over-production  is  not  new.  During  the  depression  of  the  dO's,  it  was 
a  common  complaint.  As  the  depression  passed  away,  the  supposed  sur- 
plus disappeared  and  such  will  be  the  case  again.  We  are  told  that  we 
have  increased  our  ability  to  produce.  We  were  told  the  same  thing 
forty-five  years  ago.  With  our  ability  to  increase  our  production,  our 
ability  to  consume  keeps  pace.  It  is  a  problem  of  distribution  and  con- 
sumption. 

The  Federal  Farm  Bill  is  long  and  complicated  and  I  do  not  hesitate 
to  say  it  contains  much  that  I  do  not  understand.  This  certainly  is  no 
disgrace  for  a  layman,  when  even  the  experts  disagree  as  to  what  it 
means.  Some  of  its  principles  are  very  commendable;  others  are  dan- 
gerous. All  will  agree  that  we  should  conserve  our  soil,  and  all  good 
farmers  have  been  doing  so  for  many  years.  The  Extension  Department 
has  been  teaching  this  for  years.  Conservation  should  be  a  subject  of 
education  rather  than  one  of  sufbsidiy.  To  accept  a  subsidy  is  to  become 
a  servant.  Are  we  going  to  surrender  our  political  freedom  for  some 
economic  advantage?  That  is  a  question  for  each  of  us  to  answer.  I 
hope  the  answer  will  be  a  loud  and  fervent  "NO".  Let  us  not  submit  to 
regimentation  of  the  farmers  or  any  other  group.  If  we  should  be  told 
how  much  to  farm,  then  the  grocer  should  be  told  how  much  he  should 
sell,  and  the  doctor,  how  many  patients  he  may  treat. 

Dairying 

For  many  years  the  dairy  interests  of  the  State  have  held  an  im- 
portant place  in  the  legislative  considerations  of  the  State  Grange.  This 
is  so  because  more  of  our  people  are  interested  in  dairying  than  in  any 
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other  branch  of  agriculture.  Grange  policies  on  milk  and  allied  subjects 
are  the  basis  upon  which  our  milk  cooperatives  of  Pennsylvania  have  been 
formed.  These  cooperatives  are  the  outgrowth  of  Grange  interest  in 
dairying. 

Our  committee  on  Dairy  Interests  is  one  of  our  important  committees 
and  the  policies  formulated  by  that  committee  have  been  the  basis  of 
Grange  activity  in  behalf  of  the  dairy  farmer. 

The  position  of  the  Grange  on  matters  relating  to  milk  and  sanitation 
has  proven  to  be  sound. 

That  the  dairy  industry  is  still  in  distress,  no  one  will  deny.  The 
scarcity  of  competent  help,  the  high  wages  demanded,  the  high  taxes,  barn 
and  dairy  regulations  and  the  complications  of  inspections  has  made  it 
almost  impossible  for  the  average  dairyman  to  continue,  let  alone  make 
a  profit. 

We  favor  a  minimum  of  inspections,  ninety  per  cent  of  which  should 
be  ins.pection  of  the  product  offered  for  sale.  I  am  not  so  sure  but  that 
the  inspector  has  as  good  a  right  to  go  to  the  refrigerator  in  the  con- 
sumer's home,  as  to  the  producer's  barn.  No  one  wishes  more  to  produce 
a  good  quality  of  dairy  products  than  the  producer,  as  he  well  knows  only 
by  producing  a  good  product,  can  he  expect  a  market  for  the  same.  When 
I  order  milk  at  a  hotel  or  restaurant,  I  do  not  care  whether  the  cow  that 
produced  it  stands  on  a  cement  or  a  plank  floor;  neither  do  I  care  whether 
the  milker  rested  on  a  metal  or  wooden  stool.  But  I  do  care  whether 
or  not  his  hands  were  clean  and  I  hope  the  time  will  never  come  when  we 
must  have  inspectors  to  supervise  the  washing  of  hands  at  milking  time 
twice  a  day. 

Dairy  regulations  and  inspections  never  did,  nor  never  will,  produce 
clean  and  wholesome  milk.  They  are  a  means  to  an  end.  Sediment  and 
bacteria  tests  are  proof  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  wholesomeness  of  milk. 
All  know  that  a  good  test  cannot  be  attained  under  poor  sanitary  conditions 
and  that  no  one  has  a  patent  or  copyright  on  the  best  system.  It  has 
been  reported  to  us  that  after  the  construction  of  a  new  electric  line, 
the  dairy  inspector  and  the  salesman  of  an  electric  refrigerator  company 
travelled  in  the  same  car.  No  doubt  the  cement  and  barn  equipment  com- 
panies rejoice  when  a  barn  regulation  is  put  into  effect. 

The  question  arises  as  to  whom  do  the  inspectors  and  milk  regu- 
lations cater?  The  producer,  the  consumer,  the  manufacturer,  or  dis- 
tributor. The  latter  two  do  not  pay  for  the  existence  of  the  Milk  Com- 
mission, their  regulations  or  their  enforcement  officers. 

Possibly  the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  marketing  of  our  dairy  products 

in  Pennsylvania  is  the  importation  of  thesie  products  from  other  states 
or  foreign  countries  where  they  have  little  or  no  regulations,  sanitary 
or  otherwise,  and  where  they  have  cheaper  help  and  equipment. 

Education 

America  is  known  for  its  free  institutions  of  learning  and  for  the  in- 
telligence of  its  people.  While  we  have  reasons  to  appreciate  this,  never- 
theless, we  have  grave  problems  to  solve.  The  most  important  we  have  to 
consider  is  the  kind  of  an  education  we  are  giving  our  youth.  We  wish 
to  emphasize  what  the  State  Grange  said  a  year  ago: 

"Education,  like  growth,  is  a  never-ending  process.  One  is  never 
educated;  he  is  forever  being  educated.  Continuing  of  adult  education 
hais  therefor  become  an  important  phase  of  our  educational  system. 
Many  plans  and  organizations  are  being  set  up  to  carry  out  this  work. 
With  the   need   of  retrenchment   in   governmental   expenditures  and  with 
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agriculture  as  the  focal  i>oint  in  many  recovery  plans,  we  believe  that 
measured  and  appropriations  as  may  be  enacted  should  be  expended  through 
the  already  established  and  farmer-controlled  agencies  where  such  exist 
In  agriculture,  our  vocational  schools,  agricultural  extension  service  and 
College  of  Agriculture  provide  experienced,  competent  and  tried  orffani 
zations."  * 

Our  schools  are  for  the  boys  and  girls.  The  highest  objective  is  the 
building  of  character.  No  part  or  parcel  of  the  educational  system  dare 
be  capitalized  for  anything  foreign  to  the  best  interest  of  those  boys  and 
girls.  We  value  the  purpose  of  modern  education,  but  we  must  not  be 
unmindful  of  the  fact  that  character  building  should  he  the  first  o-bjective 
of  all  education,  not  forgetting  that  the  great  law-giver  more  than  6,000 
years  ago  gave  us  the  primer  of  education,  written  upon  tablets  of  stone 
which  have  never  been  revised  or  improved  and  they  should  serve  as  the 
foundation  of  all  true  character. 

Crime 

From  the  beginning  of  time,  crime  has  been  a  barrier  to  civilization 
and  is  on  the  increase  now.  A  comparison  between  the  costs  of  crime 
and  the  costs  of  education  shows  that  crime  in  this  country  costs  the 
stupendous  sum  of  15  Billion  Dollars  annually,  while  we  sipend  only  one- 
third  of  that  amount  for  education. 

The  criminal  tendencies  of  the  American  people  are  ibest  shown  in 
authentic  reports  that  the  crimes  of  larceny,  theft,  aggravated  assault, 
and  several  others  are  on  the  increase;  while  automobile  theft,  robbery 
and  manslaughter  are  on  the  decrease. 

The  questions  are  naturally  asked — Why  do  we  have  crime?  Why  do 
we  have  criminals? — and  the  answer  is,  some  are  born  and  some  are  made. 
A  great  responsibility  rests  upon  the  parents  to  prevent  children  from 
becoming  criminals.  The  present  economic  conditions,  the  many  temp- 
tations thrown  in  the  way  of  our  young  peqple,  unemployment,  the  desire 
for  things,  the  roadhouse  and  the  night  clubs  are  all  causes  which  lead  to 
crime  in  one  way  or  another.  Not  legislation,  but  home  training  and 
education,  and  the  inculcation  of  sound  principles  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  our  young  people  will  lessen  crime  and  build  character.  Let  us  re- 
member that  "An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure." 

Since  much  crime  is  directly  or  indirectly  due  to  the  lack  of  home 
training,  this  subject  is  fitting  for  the  consideration  of  the  Home  Eco- 
nomics Committee  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  Home  Economics 
Committee  and  the  Lecturer  of  the  State  Grange  arrange  to  have  at  least 
one  program  during  the  year  in  Subordinate  Granges  on  the  subject  of 
"The  Prevention  of  Crime." 

Temperance 

Beginning  with  the  first  Session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange, 
this  Organization  has  adhered  strictly  to  the  principle  of  temperance. 
Throughout  the  years,  the  Grange  has  stood  consistently  for  right  living 
and  sobriety.  We  have  always  opposed  the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic  and 
do  so  now.  Since  the  return  of  the  traffic,  it  is  evident  that  propaganda 
of  every  kind  is  used  to  advertise  liquor  and  the  results  are  readily  seen 
in  the  lives  of  our  people,  as  well  as  in  the  calamities  caused  by  accidents 
because  of  over-indulgence. 

Never  has  money  been  spent  so  freely  for  liquor,  and  the  conditions, 
that  prevail  today  are  worse  than  they  were  before  Prohibition.  The 
efforts  put  forth  by  the  liquor  interests  to  advertise  their  product  are 
evidence  that  their  business  requires  constant  publicity  in  order  to  keep 
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up  the  sales.     This  is  the  best  sign  'that  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  was 
not  a  failure. 

Many  of  the  best  physicians  of  the  country  do  not  consider  alcohol 
either  as  effective,  or  a  necessity  in  the  practice  of  medicine.  We  all  know 
that  it  is  a  habit-forming  drug,  that  it  effects  adversely  the  actions  of 
the  different  organs  of  the  body,  as  well  as  the  nervous  system. 

Because  of  the  roadhouses  and  the  temptations  naturally  thrown  in 
the  way  of  our  young  people,  characters  are  ruined,  and  lives  are  lost 
through  accident  and  calamity.  The  morals  of  our  boys  and  girls  are 
lowered,  and  we  can  sum  usp  these  evils  in  the  words  of  a  Judge  of  a 
Juvenile  Court  when  he  said,  "If  you  could  all  see  the  results  of  these 
imbibers  as  I  see  them,  you  would  leave  nothing  undone  until  every  boy 
and  girl  had  been  taught  the  demoralizing  effects  of  alcohol  upon  the 
human  body." 

Venereal  diseases  have  increased  twenty  per  cent  since  the  repeal 
of  Prohibition  and  we  spend  millions  of  dollars  for  the  victims  of  alcohol. 
Should  we  not  spend  millions  teaching  the  Youth  of  our  land  the  fatal 
effects  of  alcohol  upon  the  body?  We  must  certainly  realize  the  importance 
of  proper  training  of  our  young  people  if  they  are  to  be  saved.  Therefore, 
I  would  recommend  to  this  State  Grange  that  before  we  adjourn,  we  re- 
affirm our  position  that  the  evil  effects  of  alcohol  be  included  in  the 
teachings  of  the  school  curriculum  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Christian  Church,  the  Sunday  School,  the 
W.  C.  T.  U.  and  kindred  organizations,  in  their  efforts  to  overthrow  King 
Alcohol,  and  we  adhere  to  the  sound  fundamental  that  a  knowledge  of  the 
evil  effects  of  alcohol  upon  the  human  system  taught  to  our  Youth,  is  the 
best  insurance  for  a  life  of  sobriety  and  usefulness. 

Labor 

The  American  people  are  confronted  at  various  times  with  serious 
trouble  in  the  field  of  labor,  partly  because  of  the  failure  of  constituted 
authority  to  protect  either  property  rights  or  human  rights.  The  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  in  its  preamble  guarantees  "The  blessing 
of  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness  to  ourselves  and  our  pos- 
terity" and  the  guarantee  must  be  extended  to  every  individual  citizen. 
Labor  as  well  as  other  groups,  must  be  accorded  the  right  to  organize 
in  the  interest  of  the  workers  it  represents,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  gov- 
ernment to  protect  the  man  who  toils,  and  his  family,  from  harm  in  his 
constitutional  rights  to  work.  It  is  also  the  duty  of  government  to  recog- 
nize the  right  to  individual  property  ownership,  honestly  accumulated  and 
legitimately  conserved  which  has  always  been  a  fundamental  American 
principle. 

Unless  individual  property  rights  are  eternally  safe-guarded,  no  home 
will  be  safe.  Many  would  destroy  capital,  but  when  capital  is  destroyed, 
labor  will  have  gone  to  its  doom.  Both  industry  and  labor  are  essential 
and  when  either  disappears,  the  life  for  the  other  will  not  be  possible. 
Instead  of  joining  in  the  hue  and  cry  of  these  chaotic  times,  against  all 
investments,  all  industry,  and  all  property  ownership,  the  imperative  call 
of  the  hour  is  for  the  protection  of  these  sacred  rights  without  whose 
preservation  no  state  and  no  people  can  prosper. 

Recent  efforts  made  by  certain  labor  unions  to  compel  farmers  to  join 
the  Truck  Drivers'  Union  must  be  brought  to  your  attention.  Repre- 
sentations have  been  made  by  Truck  Drivers'  officials  that  there  is  a  work- 
ing agreement  between  the  Truckers'  Union  and  the  State  Grange,  where- 
by farmers  may  be  given  permits  by  the  Union  without  cost  to  them,  but 
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always  open  to  recall  by  the  Union.  This  statement  by  the  Union  is  un 
true,  inasmuch  as  there  is  no  such  working  agrreement,  either  written 
or  implied. 

Cooperation 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  have  called 
a  meeting  of  all  Granges  holding  stock  in  the  Exchange,  to  be  held  on 
Wednesday  afternoon  of  this  week  at  1:30  o'clock.  Proxies  have  been 
sent  to  all  Granges  holding  stock.  Delegates  or  members  holding  -proxiea 
from  their  Grange  are  requested  to  attend  this  meeting. 

The  Report  of  the  Manager  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  will 
be  presented  at  this  time.  The  stockholders  will  elect  a  director  for  five 
years  and  the  Board  will  organize. 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  is  your  own  Company  and  deserves 
your  support  and  patronage.  Given  our  loyal  support,  it  can  be  made 
a  power  of  great  usefulness  to  individual  members  of  the  Grange,  as  well 
as  the  Grange  organization.

Tariff 

It  has  long  been  the  policy  of  the  Grange  that  the  farmer  should  re- 
ceive the  same  protection  from  tariffs  as  other  industries.  But  especially 
since  the  enactment  of  the  Reciprocal  Trade  agreement  law  of  1934,  has 
the  phrase,  "American  markets  for  the  American  Farmer"  become  a  com- 
mon sajing  on  the  tongue  of  almost  every  American  farmer,  who  has 
come  to  believe  that  the  Favored  Nation  Clause  meant  "unfavored  American 
Agriculture." 

With  the  American  farmer's  ability  to  produce  almost  every  agri- 
cultural product  that  is  consumed  in  our  land,  it  is  not  good  policy  to 
import  these  commodities  while  we  have  so  many  idle  acres  and  idle  men. 

During  the  last  Session  of  Congress,  the  National  Grange  sought  the 
repeal  of  this  law  and  it  is  still  an  important  issue.  It  aippears  to  me 
that  the  farmer  is  being  "sold  down  the  river".  Certainly  the  Reciprocal 
Trade  Agreement  has  a  demoralizing  effect  upon  the  American  market. 
It  is  not  a  sane  proposition  to  ask  the  American  farmer  to  reduce  his 
acreage  and  throw  dovni  the  bars  to  the  importation  of  similar  products 
from  countries  which  have  cheaper  labor  and  lower  living  conditions. 

An  illustration  of  what  is  being  done  is  cited  in  the  following.  In 
seven  months  prior  to  February  1,  1938,  the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities 
Corporation  purchased  almost  One  and  A  Half  Million  pounds  of  canned 
tomatoes  to  keep  up  the  domestic  price.  During  the  same  time,  we  im- 
ported more  than  Thirty  Four  Million  pounds  of  the  same  commodity. 
During  that  time  we  purchased  almost  Nine  Million  pounds  of  cottonseed 
oil  to  maintain  the  price  and  then  imported  more  than  Thirty  Seven 
Million  pounds.  The  National  Grange  deserves  the  undivided  support  of 
every  Grange  in  the  land  to  help  repeal  the  Reciprocal  Trade  Agreement 
law. 

Legislation 

The  most  effective  work  performed  by  the  Grange  is  done  in  the  field 
of  legislation.  The  welfare  of  farmers,  as  well  as  of  the  public  generally, 
depends  largely  upon  the  laws  passed  by  the  governing  bodies  in  the  State 
and  the  Nation.  The  adopted  policies  of  the  State  Grange  of  Pennsylvania 
have  always  stood  for  the  best  interests  of  the  farmers  and  the  public 
good.  We  pride  ourselves  upon  the  fact  that  the  Grange  is  a  purely  rep- 
resentative organization,  in  that  the  delegate  body  of  the  State  Grange 
formulates  all  policies. 

Throughout  the  career  of  the  State  Grange,  we  have  always  fought  for 
the  adoption  of  these  policies,  and  looking  back  over  our  Grange  history, 
we  want  to  pay  a  tribute  of  respect  to  the  Grange  leaders  of  the  past  for 
their  wisdom  and  foresight  in  adhering  to  those  elements  of  representative 
government  which  stand  for  the  best  in  human  life.  The  soundness  of 
the  Grange  policies  of  today  are  all  built  upon  the  foundation  laid  by 
sixty-five  delegate  bodies  of  the  State  Grange  which  preceded  the  Session 
of  this  year. 

Throughout  our  entire  history,  we  have  fought  against  the  central- 
ization of  power  in  the  State  and  the  Nation.  We  have  fought  against 
going  into  debt  and  have  adhered  always  to  the  "Pay-as-you-go"  policy. 
Had  Grange  policy  been  followed  throughout  the  years,  the  high  taxes  of 
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Pennsylvania,  as  well  as  the  billions  of  dollars  of  indebtedness  of  the  Nation 
would  not  now  face  us  as  a  great  monster. 

The  Grange  has  always  adhered  to  the  principle  advocated  by  Thomas 
Jefferson  that  "That  nation  is  governed  best,  which  is  governed  least." 
And  we  adhere  today  to  the  theory  that  the  people  of  any  municipali^ 
are  always  most  competent  to  govern  themselves  and  to  their  greatest 
satisfaction. 

We  have  called  attention  to  this  trend  towards  centralization  in  prac- 
tically every  State  Grange  Session  for  the  last  decade,  and  we  hope  that 
the  incoming  Administration  in  Pennsylvania  will  inaugurate  a  system  of 
de-<;entralizing  of  government  and  place  those  powers  taken  away  from 
local  government  back  to  the  people,  where  they  rightfully  belong. 

The  huge  tax  burden  is  largely  the  result  of  a  municipality  of  bureaus 
and  commissions  created  for  tlie  purpose  of  giving  jobs — all  at  the  expense 
of  the  taxpayer.  There  must  be  a  right-about-face  in  this  matter  of 
centralization  and  taxes,  if  this  government  is  to  survive. 

National  Grange 

Since  our  last  Session  of  the  State  Grange,  the  National  Grange  has 
held  two  sessions;  one  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  with  which  Pennsylvania  Patrons 
are  familiar  and  the  72nd  annual  session  of  the  National  Grange  just 
ended  at  Portland,  Oregon,  36  organized  states  were  represented,  the  lar- 
gest number  in  the  entire  history  of  the  organization.  Well  toward  10,000 
alert  farm  people  were  present  and  a  class  of  nearly  4000  candidates  were 
initiated  into  the  Seventh  Degree,  the  highest  ritualism  in  this  farmers' 
fraternity. 

Strict  attention  to  business  for  the  entire  nine  days  session  enabled 
the  Grange  to  formulate  a  comprehensive  farm  program  for  the  year 
ahead  and  to  declare  itself  on  many  of  the  outstanding  issues  before  the 
nation. 

Above  everything  else  the  Grange  policy  puts  the  vast  membership 
squarely  on  record  (1)  in  favor  of  a  reasonable  profit  upon  the  cost  of 
agricultural  production,  exactly  as  all  other  lines  of  business  demand; 
but  (2)  a  positive  denial  of  farm  regimentation  as  a  solution  of  present 
problems,  with  an  insistence  that  individual  farmers  be  allowed  to  work 
out  their  own  affairs  without  government  interference  or  restrictions^ 

The  Grange  vigorously  urged  the  extension  of  rural  electrification 
to  the  greatest  possible  number  of  farm  homes;  the  building  of  more  good 
roads  for  the  farmers,  made  increasingly  possible  by  the  stern  refusal  in 
every  state  to  permit  further  diversion  of  motor  registration  or  license 
fees  to  any  other  purpose  than  building,  maintenance  and  policing  of  high- 
ways. The  Grange  continues  its  firm  belief  that  the  best  insurance  for 
peace  is  in  taking  the  profits  out  of  war,  and  again  its  voice  is  raised 
against  reciprocal  trad^  treaties  with  other  nations  which  diminish  the 
American  farmer's  market  and  flood  the  country  with  products  from  other 
soil,  while  idle  farms  and  idle  workers  constitute  the  chief  problem  in  this 
nation. 

Stressing  the  independence  of  thv^.  farmer  and  his  right  to  equality  of 
reward  for  his  labors,  without  government  regimentation  or  interference, 
the  National  Grange  insists  upon  such  revision  of  the  present  Farm  Act 
as  will  afford  the  farmer  this  opportunity,  with  reasonable  lifting  of  farm 
prices  certain  to  be  followed  by  genuine  national  recovery. 
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National  Grange  Platform 

1.  Give  the  farmer  equality  of  opportunity  and  a  fair  share  of  the 
national  income. 

2.  Enact  provisions  assuring  the  farmer  reasonable  profit  above  the 
cost  of  operating  his  farm. 

3.  Assure  the  American  market  to  the  American  farmer,  up  to  the 
limit  of  his  ability  to  produce  efficiently. 

4.  Adopt  a  monetary  policy  that  will  assure  an  honest  measure  of 
value  of  reasonable  permanency,  with  Congress  assuming  its  Constitutional 
responsibility  of  regulating  the  currency. 

6.  Continue  and  develop  a  sound  rural  credit  program. 

6.  Foster  national  and  international  good  will;  take  the  profit  out  of 
war  by  drafting  capital  and  industry  as  well  as  man  power  in  time  of  war; 
enact  strongest  possible  neutrality  legislation,  oppose  wars  of  aggression 
and  provide  for  an  armament  progrram  adequate  to  protect  the  country. 

7.  Expedite  re-employment  by  private  industry  as  the  greatest  step 
toward  national  recovery.  Balance  the  budget  and  remove  the  threat  of 
excessive  taxation.  A  fair  tax  program  compelling  all  to  contribute  is 
essential.  We  must  recognize  that  every  service  furnished  by  govern- 
ment must  be  paid  for  by  taxpayers. 

8.  Extend  to  the  rural  population  advantages  of  better  living. 

9.  Continue  soil  conservation  as  part  of  a  permanent  farm  program, 
based  upon  proper  land  use,  rather  than  as  a  means  to  crop  control.  Pay- 
ments should  be  made  during  the  current  crop  year,  and  should  not  be 
used  as  leverage  for  future  compliance. 

10.  Reorganize  agencies  of  government  where  efficiency  or  economy 
may  be  achieved.  Concentration  of  authority  or  infringement  of  state's 
rights  is  unalterably  opposed,  as  is  transfer  of  forestry  and  similar  services 
from  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

11.  Recognize  that  excessive  or  unnecessary  cost  of  distribution  increas- 
es cost  to  consumer  and  decreases  prices  to  producers.  Cooperate  in  de- 
veloping efficient  methods  of  distribution,  to  the  end  that  consumption  may 
be  widened  and  handling  costs  kept  at  a  minimum. 

12.  Foster  sound  cooperation  between  farmers  and  farm  organizations 
as  a  means  of  solving  their  problems,  and  among  agriculture,  industry 
and  labor  as  a  means  toward  mutual  welfare  and  the  best  interests  of  the 
nation. 

13.  Permit  no  legislation  to  be  adopted  which  will  result  in  either  im- 
mediate or  eventual  regimentation  of  the  farmer.  We  believe  in  self-deter- 
mination by  farmers,  generally  and  in  commodity  groups,  of  their  own 
program,  and  urge  that  in  enactment  of  amendments  to  such  legislation 
as  the  wages  and  hours  law  careful  study  be  given  to  its  effect  upon 
agriculture. 

14.  Encourage  efficient  and  low  cost  transportation. 

15.  Use  organization  and  self-help  as  the  motive  power  to  put  the  whole 
program  into  operation. 

The  National  Grange  Favors 

An  income  tax  in  every  state  and  issuance  of  no  more  tax-exempt 
securities. 

Continued  private  ownership  and  operation  of  the  railroads. 

Uniform  traffic  regulations  on  highways  and  uniform  traffic  laws  in 
the  states. 
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An  effective   national   flood   control   program,  without   the   surrender 
of  state  power  and  other  rights. 

Encouragement  of  farm  cooperatives  and  extension  of  their  activities 
and  markets. 

More  stringent  liquor  law  enforcement  and  extension  of  temperance 
education. 

A  nation-wide  educational  campaign  against  the  sale  of  all  narcotics 
especially  marihuana. 

An  extended  policy  of  farm-to-market  roads. 
Balancing  the  Federal  budget  at  earliest  possible  date. 

Adequate  appropriations  for  rural  electrification  and  the  formation  of 
local  cooperative  units  to  further  such  extension. 

Resumption  by  Congress  of  its  constitutional  right  to  coin  and  issue 
money. 

Continuation  of  the  Federal  soil  conservation  program. 
A  reasonable  and  equitable  graduated  land  tax. 

Construction  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway  and  the  international  high- 
way to  Alaska. 

Divorcement  of  the  Extension   Service  from   any  farm  organization, 
with  equal  assistance  available  to  all  farmers. 

Further  investigation  of  exorbitant  farm  machinery  prices. 

Utilization  of  surplus  cotton  for  welfare  and  relief  purposes. 

Vigorous  campaign  and  liberal  appropriations  for  the  destruction  of 
noxious  weeds. 

Continued  investigations  and  efforts  to  prevent  un-American  acthities 
in  the  United  States. 

Enactment  of  a  satisfactory  crop  insurance  program. 

Expansion  of  the  facilities  of  the  Surplus  Commodity  Credit  Corpor- 
ation. 

Adequate   appropriations   to   control   and  eradicate  destructive   insect 
pests. 

A  stringent  Truth-in-Fabrics  law. 

The  National  Grange  Opposes 

Diversion  of  motor  fees  from  any  other  than  highway  purposes. 

Continued  exemption  of  state  and  Federal  incomes  from  proper  tax- 
ation. 

Use  of  relief  funds  of  any  sort  for  promotion  of  political  purposes. 

Increase  of  the  interest  rate  above  3%%  on  Federal  farm  loans. 

Over-optimistic  advance  government  crop  reports  that  tend  to  depress 
prices. 

Present  "low-bidding"  policy  on  star  routes  for  carrying  mail. 
Concentration  of  authority  at  the  National  Capitol,  with  consequent 
decrease  of  established  state  rights. 

Transfer  of  any  present  bureaus  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
to  other  supervision. 

The  spread  of  corporation  farming,  which  constitutes  a  menace  to  the 
family-sized  farm. 

Any  move  to  weaken  the  sanitary  pact  in  the  admission  of  livestock, 
etc.,  into  the  United  States. 


The  Pettengill  railroad  bill  or  similar  legislation. 

Discriminatory  freight  rates  which  favor  one  section  of  the  country 
as  against  another. 

Continuance  of  Daylight  Saving  Time. 
Admission  of  Hawaii  to  statehood. 

The  stern  American  attitude  of  the  National  Grange  was  expressed 
again  and  again  at  Portland,  and  among  the  session  pronouncements  were 
demands  that  Congressional  investigation  of  un-American  activities  be  rig- 
idly continued;  that  following  a  reasonable  residence  in  the  United  States 
unnaturalized  aliens  be  deported;  while  the  strong  support  for  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  which  has  been  characteristic  of  the  National 
Grange  was  reiterated  in  emphatic  language. 

The  report  of  the  year's  work  given  at  Portland  showed  484  local 
Grange  units  organized  and  reorganized  during  the  past  year,  with  a 
considerable  net  gain  in  membership  and  the  organization  of  a  new  State 
Grange  of  Montana,  whose  voting  delegates  sat  for  the  first  time  in  the 
national  body  at  the  Portland  session.  Nearly  every  one  of  the  36  states 
reported  a  year's  increase  in  subordinate  units  and  membership,  while  the 
number  of  Grange  halls  dedicated  the  past  year  was  the  greatest  of  any 
year  since  the  Grange  was  organized  in  1867.  More  than  3600  such  Grange 
halls  are  now  owned,  with  an  estimated  value  including  contents  of  at 
least  $26,000,000. 

The  Grange  is  in  a  strong  position  financially,  notwithstanding  that  it 
functions  along  varied  lines  of  activities,  spends  money  freely  for  its  ex- 
tension work,  carries  on  its  educational  program  in  all  the  states,  and 
through  a  variety  of  community  service  projects  brings  benefits  to  thou- 
sands of  rural  localities  reaching  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific:  All 
on  remarkably  low  dues,  but  with  a  careful  financial  policy  and  a  loyal 
supporting  membership. 

Patriotism 

The  year,  fast  drawing  to  a  close,  marks  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifti- 
eth Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  Constitutional  Government.  Fitting 
celebrations  have  been  held  in  many  parts  of  our  land,  and  the  Order  of 
Patrons  of  Husbandry  have  been  among  the  foremost  in  its  celebration. 

The  new  year  marks  an  equally  important  event,  the  setting  into  oper- 
ation of  that  form  of  government,  with  the  inauguration  of  its  first  Pres- 
ident, George  Washington  on  April  30,  1789. 

I  hope  that  this  event  may  be  celebrated  even  better,  and  am  asking 
that  each  Grange  have  a  program  on  or  about  April  30  to  observe  this 
important  event. 

It  took  weeks  to  send  the  report  of  Washington's  election  from  New 
York  to  his  home  in  Mt.  Vernon,  and  for  Washington  to  return  to  New 
York,  the  Nation's  first  capitol.  Now,  it  takes  but  a  few  hours  to  cover 
this  distance;  but  the  same  form  of  government  is  just  as  effective  and 
up-to-date  now  as  it  was  then. 

The  only  thing  that  will  ever  cause  our  government  to  become  anti- 
quated is  a  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  privileges  and  advantages  that  it 
affords.    Let  us  teach  Patriotism  in  the  Grange. 

Pennsylvania   Grange   History 

The  activities  and  accomplishments  of  an  organization  like  the  Grange 
deserve  to  be  recorded  in  a  permanent  record.  Our  only  history  of  the 
Grange  in  Pennsylvania  was  written  more  than  a  decade  ago  by  the  late 
Brother  W.  F.  Hill.    The  work  begun  by  Brother  Hill  should  be  continued. 
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and  the  history  of  the  last  twenty  years  put  into  permanent  form  for 
future  use  and  reference. 

Thus,  the  records  in  our  Grange  office  can  be  placed  before  our  mem- 
bership for  information  and  study.  We  are  appointing  a  Historical  Com- 
mittee this  year  in  the  hope  that  they  may  have  an  up-to-date  history  to 
report  at  our  next  State  Grange. 

In  Memoriam 

During  the  year  just  closed,  the  Grim  Reaper  has  entered  many  Grange 
homes  and  claimed  loved  ones — some  ripened  by  years  of  experience  and 
others  just  about  to  enter  the  field  of  service.  We  extend  our  heartfelt 
sympathy  to  the  bereaved  families,  and  commend  them  to  Him  who  doeth 
all  things  well.  During  the  year,  two  past  members  of  the  Official  Family 
of  the  State  Grange  have  been  called. 

Tomorrow  at  11:30  we  will  pause  in  our  labors  and  business  activities 
and  devote  a  precious  hour  of  service  to  the  memory  of  our  beloved  de- 
parted. 

In  Conclusion 

As  I  look  back  over  the  years  of  my  Mastership,  I  find  many  places 
where  I  might  have  done  better.  I  have  made  mistakes — ^but  they  have 
been  mistakes  of  the  head  rather  than  the  heart — and  I  ask  for  your  par- 
don for  my  shortcomings.  I  thank  you  for  your  forbearance.  These  years 
have  been  filled  with  pleasure;  associations  have  been  formed  which  can 
never  be  forgotten.  Your  patience  and  charity  have  been  marks  for  which 
I  hold  you  in  high  esteem  and  I  know  that  you  practice  the  motto,  **In 
essentials,  unity;  in  non-essentials,  liberty;  in  all  things,  charity." 

At  the  close  of  this  Session,  I  will  lay  down  the  Master's  gavel  of  the 
State  Grange,  and  this  station  will  be  filled  by  another  and  I  bespeak  for 
him  the  same  loyal  support  that  you  have  extended  to  me.  Patrons,  the 
work  of  the  Sixty-sixth  Session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  is  before 
you.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  STATE  LECTURER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  again  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  State 
Lecturer's  Office.  In  presenting  this,  our  fourth  annual  report,  we  take 
humble  but  just  pride  in  the  knowledge  that  the  Lecturers  have  contributed 
a  great  share  to  our  continued  Grange  growth. 

Especially-  would  we  mention  the  Pomona  Lecturers'  group  for  their 
increasing  appreciation  of  the  opportunity  for  leadership  that  lies  in  this 
field.  During  the  past  year  more  enthusiasm  and  more  inspiration  and 
constructive  planning  have  come  from  the  Pomona  Lecturers  than  in  any 
other  year.  We  had  almost  a  hundred  per  cent  report  from  them.  A 
far  greater  number  than  usual  planned  and  carried  out  splendid  series  of 
county-wide  meetings.  We  are  sorry  that  time  nor  apace  permit  us  to 
give  details  of  some  of  these  outstanding  meetings  other  than  to  mention 
that  the  interest  was  so  keen  in  many  counties  that  Grange  Halls  were 
inadequate  to  accomodate  the  crowds  that  attended  them.  The  secret  of 
this  lies  in  the  fact  that  not  only  have  Lecturers  set  a  new  high  standard 
of  program  building;  the  Grange  membership  has  demanded  and  appre- 
ciated an  increasingly  high  standard  of  program  performance.  Perhaps 
no  other  one  thing  gives  us  so  much  joy  as  this  since  it  is  a  goal  toward 
which  we  steadily  work. 

The  attitude  of  the  Pomona  Lecturers  has  naturally  reacted  favorably 
on  down  through  the  Subordinate  Granges.  From  these,  also,  we  have 
received  more  reports  than  ever  before;  more  Granges  will  receive  award 
for  Better  Ritual  achievement  than  at  any  time;  more  have  participated 
in  the  Music  Festival,  the  final  contest  of  which  will  be  enjoyed  during 
this  session.  More  young  people  entered  the  National  Grange  Safety 
Essay  contest  than  in  former  years  and  we  take  great  pleasure  in  men- 
tioning that  the  first  place  winner  in  Pennsylvania  won  fourth  prize  in 
the  National  Contest.  But  more  important  than  all  of  these  has  been  the 
Subordinate  Lecturer's  achievement  in  the  quality  of  the  programs  pre- 
sented at  Grange  meetings.  True  it  is  that  much  may  still  be  done  in  this 
field,  but  we  can  rejoice  in  the  knowledge  that  there  is  a  vision  of  opipor- 
tunity  ahead. 

We  would  especially  commend  all  those  who  have  had  the  foresight 
to  make  wise  plans  for  using  the  enthusiasm  and  talents  of  the  youth  of

our  Order.  Some  counties  have  made  a  splendid  beginning  through  well 
organized  plans,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  more  will  catch  the  vision 
that,  since  the  Grange  of  tomorrow  must  be  carried  on  by  the  great  grouD 
that  are  youth,  now,  then  the  Grange  of  today  must  work  with  these  and 
serve  with  them,  so  that  they  may  be  integrated  into  Grange  work  and 
Grange   leadership. 

There  have  been  splendid  conference  opportunities  during  this  past 
year.  First  was  the  National  Lecturer's  conference  for  State  Lecturers 
held  lasit  December  in  New  York  City.  From  this  conference  we  got  our 
slogan  for  the  year— Attendance,   Interest  and  Membership. 

Early  in  the  year  the  State  Master  and  State  Lecturer  conducted  six- 
teen  all-day  Regional  Conferences  for  Masters  and  Lecturers.  These 
were  very  worth  while.  By  actual  count  four  hundred  thirty-five  Masters 
and  Lecturers  attended  these  conferences,  in  addition  to  many  more  mem- 
bers. 

During  the  Easter  holiday  we  conducted  a  Short  Course  School  for 
Lecturers  at  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  under  the  joint  auspices  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  and  the  School  of  Agriculture.  Consensus 
of  opinion  marks  this  as  outstanding,  not  alone  in  attendance,  but  in  the 
quality  of  instruction  given.  Many  fine  plans  and  projects  carried'  on  by 
Lecturers  had  their  inspiration  at  this  conference.  We  believe  that  all 
Lecturers  who  attended  either  a  Regional  or  the  State  Conference  went 
back  home  with  better  understanding  of  their  job,  and  with  renewed  en- 
thusiasm for  its  accomplishment. 

In  June,  we  had  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  Country  Life  Con- 
ference at  Newton  Hamilton.  Not  as  many  Grange  leaders  participate  in 
this  conference  as  we  would  like,  but  we  look  forward  to  increased  Grange 
interest  in  next  summer's  conference,  which  will  be  held  in  August,  at 
Newton  Hamilton  as  before. 

Last  of  the  conferences  was  the  Middle  Atlantic  Grange  Lecturers' 
Conference,  held  at  Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  New  York,  in  August. 
About  eighty  from  Pennsylvania  attended  and  were  fully  rewarded  by 
the  splendid  programs  provided  during  the  four-day  session.  Your  State 
Lecturer  was  honored  by  being  elected  President  of  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Association.  Since  Pennsylvania  will  be  host  to  this  conference  next 
August,  through  the  invitation  of  the  State  Grange  and  the  Pennsylvania 
State  College,  we  take  this  early  opportunity  to  enlist  your  cooperation 
in  making  the  conference  a  success.  The  dates  have  already  been  set, 
August  15  to  18.  Following  the  precedent  of  other  years  when  the  Middle 
Atlantic  Conference  has  been  held  in  our  State,  we  recommend  that  the 
regular  spring  conference  at  the  State  College  be  omitted,  since  it  would 
be  both  impracticable  and  difficult  to  plan  two  large  conferences  for  the 
same  year.  In  lieu  of  this,  however,  we  urgently  recommend  that  a 
greater  number  of  Regional  Conferences  be  held  throughout  the  state, 
early  in  the  year.  Reports  from  Lecturers,  now  on  file,  indicate  a  unani- 
mous desire  for  these. 

To  all  who  have  rendered  service  and  given  help  and  cooperation  this 
past  year,  we  would  like  to  express  a  word  of  appreciation,— to  the 
National  officers,  to  our  fellow  officers  in  the  State  Grange  family,  to  our 
fine  co-workers, — the  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Lecturers,  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  College  Administration,  and  to  our  brothers  and  sisters  of 
the  Grange  membership.  Without  the  cooperation  of  all,  none  of  us  ac- 
complish much.  I  ask  that  you  continue  this  cooperation.  The  saying  is 
worn,  but  nonetheless  true,  that  we  live  in  troubled  times,  aye,  tragic  for 
some.     No  longer  dare  the  least  of  us  be  content  to  know  only  the  affairs 


of  his  own  little  world.  For  the  sake  of  his  future  welfare,  for  the  preser- 
vation of  democracy,  for  the  survival  of  a  Christian  world,  each  of  us 
needs  must  think  and  talk  of  how  to  keep  our  national  affairs  in  order, 
how  to  have  health  and  happiness  at  home,  how  to  serve  world  peace  and' 
live  with  our  fellow  men.  I  know  of  no  better  place  for  this  than  through 
the  Lecturer's  program.  As  we  go  on  into  the  days  that  lie  ahead,  into  the 
year  just  starting,  may  we  go  with  the  confidence  that  comes  from  faith 
in  our  Order  and  faith  in  the  divine  guidance  of  Him  who  lived  the  doc- 
trine of  service  and  fraternity,  and  without  whose  blessing  we  cannot 
hope  to  succeed.

We  have  all  the  officers  in  each  Grange  of 
Centre  County  opening  and  closing  the  Grange  without  the  use  of  the 
Manual.  We  have  six  degree  teams  that  have  been  doing  work  over  the 
county  in  fine  shape  and  without  the  use  of  the  Manual. 

I  have  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the  youth  of  Centre  County 
which  consists  of  the  young  people  of  the  Granges  of  the  county  from 
the  age  of  14  to  30.  This  organization  began  with  a  membership  of  86 
and  has  increased  to  more  than  100.  We  have  a  meeting  once  a  month  with 
a  varied  program  of  recreation  and  dramatics  of  an  educational  nature, 
with  speakers  on  leadership  and  other  educational  features.  With  the 
help  of  our  extension  workers  and  other  educational  leaders,  we  believe 
that  this  organization  will  be  a  success. 

I  have  attended  a  series  of  Neighbor  Night  Meetings  in  Centre  County 
which  I  think  have  been  a  great  success  and  help  in  bringing  the  work  of 
the  Grange  to  every  community  in  the  county.  We  had  18  meetings  with, 
an  average  attendance  of  240  and  each  meeting  was  opened  and  closed 
without  the  use  of  the  Manual.  I  have  also  had  the  pleasure  of  attending 
most  of  the  Neighbor  Night  Meetings  in  Clinton  County  which  has  meant 
a  lot  to  that  county,  and  in  conclusion  I  feel  more  eager  than  ever  to 
assist  in  Grange  work  and  that  we  should  as  Grange  workers  remember 
and  teach  our  responsibility  that  we  mutually  resolve  to  labor  for  the 
Good  of  our  Order,  our  country  and  mankind,  to  develop  a  better  and 
higher  manhood  and  womanhood  among  ourselves. 

If  I  could  know,  when  each  day  dies, 
I  had  brought  joy  to  tired  eyes; 
If  I  could  know,  when  falls  each  night, 
Td  helped  to  make  some  child's  life  bright; 
If  I  could  know,  at  set  of  sun, 
The  fruit  of  some  good  deed  I'd  done; 
I'd  count  my  life  of  grander  mould. 
Than  if  I'd  simply  gathered  gold.

THE  NATIONAL  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

Worthy  National  Master  L.  J.  Taber  addressed  the  Session  at  8:30 
and  after  pointing  out  that  the  State  convention  is  being  held  in  the 
greatest  coal  and  steel  producing  area  in  the  world.  National  Master  Taber 
asserted  that  the  Grange  "should  demonstrate  here  and  now  the  value  of 
team  work,  cooperation  and  understanding."     He  continued: 

"Business,  labor  and  agriculture  in  the  Keystone  State  have  much 
in   common.     Good  government  helps  recovery. 

"This  session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  meets  in  the  shadow 
of  the  greatest  coal  and  steel  producing  area  in  all  the  world.  We  should 
demonstrate  here  and  now  the  value  of  team  work,  cooperation  and  under- 
standing. Business,  labor  and  agriculture  in  the  Keystone  State  have 
much  in  common.     Good  government  helps  recovery. 

"There  will  be  no  returning  prosperity  if  agriculture,  labor  and  busi- 
ness take  the  attitude  of  distrust,  conflict  and  turmoil.  Prosperity  re- 
quires the  steady  warmth  of  confidence,  cooperation  and  continued  team 
work.  As  a  boy  on  the  farm  I  early  learned  that  the  setting  hen  would 
hatch  no  chicks  unless  she  was  allowed  to  attend  to  her  own  business. 
Barking  dogs  and  meddlesome  boys  around  the  chicken  house  cut  down  the 
number  of  eggs  and  the  chicken  supply,  so  it  is  with  prosperity  and  re- 
covery. If  labor  hates  business  and  business  distrusts  labor  and  the  farm- 
ers sit  in  the  corner  and  sulk,  disaster  awaits.  It  is  only  when  we  recog- 
nize our  dependence,  and  the  need  of  team  work  and  our  cooperation  that 
success  will  come. 

"In  a  great  industrial  State  like  Pennsylvania  the  farmers  must  learn 
the  lesson  that  the  one  trusty  weapon  upon  which  they  can  depend  to 
strike  hard  blows  and  fight  for  their  welfare  is  that  of  organization.  *  *  * 
The  time  has  come  when  the  farmer  must  learn  to  fight  for  his  own 
calling  and  his  own  interests. 

"The  two  most  important  issues  confronting  the  nation  today  are, 
first,  falling  prices  and  unemployment,  and,  second,  to  give  the  American 
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market  to  the  American  farmer  to  the  extent  of  his  ability  to  supply  the 
same.  It  does  not  make  good  sense  to  curtail  the  production  of  any 
commodity  at  home  and  then  permit  the  importation  of  that  same  commo- 
dity from  abroad. 

"Markets  for  America  is  the  one  great  slogan  that  we  need  to  make 
effective  today.  Agriculture  must  have  the  home  market,  but  more  im- 
portant, we  must  have  new  markets,  and  then,  at  the  same  time,  we  must 
hold  our  share  of  the  world  market,  for  the  great  basic  export  crops 
like  cotton,  tobacco  and  wheat.  Speaking  of  new  markets,  we  import 
thousands  of  tons  of  pulp  paper  and  other  thousands  of  tons  of  starch. 
This  paper  could  be  grown  on  southern  fields  in  the  form  of  white  pine. 
This  starch  could  come  from  sweet  potatoes,  corn,  rice  and  a  host  of 
other  products.  We  need  not  only  new  uses,  but  new  crops  and  new  plants 
as  well.    We  must  try  to  cure  the  growing  sin  of  idle  acres  and  idle  men. 

"We  can  sum  up  the  Grange  program  as  follows:  (1)  Give  to  agri- 
culture a  larger  share  of  the  nation's  income  (2)  Give  the  American  market 
to  the  American  farmer.  (3)  Broaden  our  markets  by  finding  new  uses, 
new  crops,  new  plants  and  at  the  same  time  maintain  at  least  a  share  of 
foreign  trade.  Remember,  we  buy  a  billion  dollars  worth  of  rubber,  spice, 
coffee,  and  other  agricultural  commodities  from  abroad.  (4)  Maintain  a 
monetary  policy  that  will  give  us  an  honest  dollar  and  a  measure  of 
value  reasonably  constant  in  debt  paying  and  purchasing  power.  (5)  Con- 
tinue a  sound  credit  program  that  gives  to  agriculture  the  lowest  interest 
rates  consistent  with  earning  power  and  good  business  methods,  (ft) 
Hasten  reemployment  in  private  industry  as  the  greatest  step  toward 
national  recovery.  (7)  Balance  the  budget  and  remove  the  threat  of  ex- 
cessive taxation.  We  must  have  a  fair  tax  program  that  compels  all  to 
contribute  fairly  to  the  costs  of  Government.  (8)  Continue  sound  soil 
conservation  program  with  emphasis  on  a  long-time  land  program.  In- 
crease forestry,  conservation  and  wild  life  uses  for  land.  Develop  the 
nation's  water  resources.  (9)  Develop  cooperative  marketing  and  reduce 
the  cost  of  distribution  wherever  possible.  (10)  Continue  education  and 
research  as  the  greatest  aid  to  agriculture. 

"The  importance  of  the  new  researching  laboratories  is  outstanding. 
There  must  be  no  curtailment  in  appropriations  for  education,  4-H  Club 
work,  vocational  agriculture  and  similar  activities. 

"This  10-point  program  will  not  work  unless  the  farmers  use  the 
power  of  organization  as  never  before.  We  must  resolutely  build  up  the 
Grange  and  similar  activities." 

Swinging  into  a  discussion  of  general  national  problems,  Mr.  Taber 
pointed  out  that  the  United  States  "has  been  a  haven  for  seekers  of 
freedom  and  opportunity"  and  that  "universal  opportunity  for  all  has 
made  this  republic  the  marvel  of  the  age."  He  quoted  statistics  to  show 
that  although  the  nation  has  less  than  six  per  cent  of  the  world's  popu- 
lation it  has  more  than  half  of  its  automobiles,  machinery,  telephones  and 
other  developments.     He  continued: 

"While  this  picture  makes  the  heart  swell  with  pride,  a  searching 
analysis  reveals  dangers  demanding  immediate  attention.  This  great 
achievement  is  a  fulfillment  of  the  American  way  of  life.  It  is  the  out- 
growth of  a  government  of  cheeks  and  balances  where  the  legislative, 
executive  and  judicial  stand  equal  in  moulding  our  destiny.  Into  this 
picture  comes  the  challenge  of  wave  on  wave  of  sinister  forces,  ideals  and 
influences  from  across  the  sea.  Communism,  Nazism  and  Fascism  have  no 
place  on  American  soil.  They  are  enemies  of  our  ideals,  and  yet  we  have 
evidence  of  their  propaganda  amongst  us.    We  see  goose-stepping  and  the 
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waving  of  foreign  flags.  If  America  would  preserve  its  freedom  and 
continue  to  go  forward,  our  test  is  near  at  hand.  We  must  reproclaim 
that  any  man  or  group  of  men  who  prefer  some  other  form  of  government 

to  our  own,  should  be  invited  at  once  to  leave  our  soil 

"We  must  be  patient  in  Americanizing  the  newcomers.  We  must  give 
them  time  to  cast  off  European  and  old-world  customs,  but  we  must  be 
eternally  resolute  in  our  demand  for  a  single  loyalty  to  our  common 
country 

"In  the  past  year  we  have  witnessed  the  most  brutal  and  pagan  exer- 
cise of  dictatorial  power  in  a  thousand  years.  Helpless  peoples  have  been 
crushed;  boundary  lines  have  been  erased — all  because  dictators  did  not 
have  to  listen  to  the  voice  of  a  parliament  or  peoples.  Their  will  was 
supreme.  Some  may  feel  that  these  dangers  are  across  the  seas  and  that 
they  do  not  threaten  America,  but  they  are  as  close  at  hand  as  your  radio. 

They  affect  your  firesides  and  your  very  lives This  need  not  be 

a  dark  picture  if  we  are  awake  and  realize  that  democracies  can  survive 
by  matching  this  devotion  to  a  mistaken  cause  with  Christian  patriotism. 
Our  most  adequate  defense  is  a  happy,  contented  people,  where  toil  and 
thrift  have  their  reward  and  opportunity  continually  awaits. 

"The  first  step  is  to  realize  that  the  citizen  is  also  a  sovereign.  Not 
only  the  laws  but  the  ideals  of  our  government  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
people.  We  must  also  understand  that  participation  in  government  re- 
quires registration,  attending  conventions,  caucuses,  conferences  and  pri- 
maries, and  above  all,  it  means  an  honest  vote  in  the  ballot  box.  We 
must  bring  home  to  each  individual  the  truth  that  a  careless  citizen  on 
election  day  is  not  only  an  absentee  voter — ^he  is  an  absentee  patriot 
Our  land  will  meet  its  te&t  and  remain  invincible  when,  in  addition  to  our 
physical  defenses,  we  have  the  true  preparedness  of  a  people  united  in 
the  great  purpose  of  making  democracy  serve  the  common  man." 

Citizens  of  the  Nation,  Mr.  Taber  declared,  must  "pioneer"  in  many 
ways. 

"We  need  pioneers  in  statesmanship.  It  is  time  to  turn  from  poli- 
ticians who  hold  on,  hang  on,  who  look  backward,  holding  their  course 
by  the  winds  of  opinion,  and  the  hope  of  reward.  From  these  we  must 
turn  to  pioneers  in  statecraft  and  public  service,  who  know  that  we  live 
in  a  new  age  where  there  is  danger  of  materialism  crushing  the  rights  of 
the  individual,  yet  who  guide  their  course  by  changeless  stars  and  moun- 
tain peaks — ^who  ask  only  what  they  can  do;  not  what  they  can  get. 

"We  need  pioneers  in  brotherhood  and  fellowship.  We  must  again 
awaken  human  sympathy  and  interest.  We  must  recapture  the  flame  of 
personal  sympathy  that  made  the  wilderness  tolerable  to  our  grandparents. 

"We  must  call  for  pioneers  in  business  and  in  cooperation.  We  must 
learn  to  work  together  for  the  common  good.  We  must  think  more  of 
souls  and  less  of  self.    This  program  challenges  us  to  a  new  faith. 

"The  greatest  call  for  pioneering  is  along  the  pathway  of  peace.  For 
centuries  brute  force  and  bloodshed  have  sought  to  control  the  lives  of 
men.  Good  will,  understanding,  arbitration,  and  adjudication  must  finally 
be  brought  to  a  rightful  place  in  the  program  of  nations,  as  well  as  indi- 
viduals. The  call  goes  forth  more  pronounced  than  ever  before,  for  national 
honesty,  national  character,  and  national  respect  for  treaties  and  the  rights 
of  minorities.  All  the  troubles  of  the  world  at  this  very  hour  can  be 
traced  back  to  the  lack  of  national  character  and  decent  respect  for  the 
rights,  opinions  and  freedom  of  other  nations  and  other  groups. 

"The  greatest  mistake  of  recent  years  is  that  of  trying  to  find  a 
careless,  soft,  and  easy  pathway  to   comfort,   achievement,  and  success. 
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We  must  realize  that  progress  comes  only  by  heroic  sacrifice,  devotion, 
and  toil.  May  we  all  become  new  pioneers  in  this  great  testing  time  of 
the  centuries,  and  help  hold  high  the  torch  of  liberty.  May  we  become  a 
government  and  nation  where  law,  order,  and  respect  for  the  rights  of 
others  guide  our  affairs.  In  our  land  at  this  very  moment  lies  the  pioneer- 
ing genius  that  can  open  the  floodgates  of  material  prosperity  and  human 
values  sufficient  to  give  to  every  citizen  in  our  republic  a  new  opportunity 
to  enjoy  a  richer  and  fuller  life."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

Today  witnesses  a  titanic  struggle  between  two  great  ideas —  authori- 
tarianism on  one  hand,  democracy  on  the  other.  While  this  struggle  has 
momentous  implications  in  every  field  of  human  endeavor,  nowhere  has 
it  greater  portent  than  in  education. 

The  basis  of  the  authoritarian  philosophy  is  that  the  masses  of  man- 
kind are  incapable  of  developing  or  determining  their  own  standards  of 
truth  and  value.  Hence,  they  cannot  effectively  govern  themselves  but 
must  rely  upon  the  wisdom  and  authority  of  the  few  selected  by  birth  or 
usurpation  of  power  to  comprise  the  ruling  class. 

This  authoritarian  principle  eventually  leads  to  the  dominance  of  the 
system,  state,  or  creed  over  the  individual.  Human  personality  is  sub- 
jugated to  the  group  or  class  interest. 

Democracy  in  apposition  rests  its  faith  in  the  masses,  in  their  capa- 
city to  develop  their  own  standards,  to  govern  themselves,  to  grow  and  to 
improve  by  education.  In  the  presence  of  such  a  faith  the  common  man 
takes  on  a  dignity,  and  a  worth whileness.  He  is  free  to  learn,  to  express 
himself  in  speech  or  writing,  to  worship,  and  to  assemble  with  others. 

The  teaching,  interpreting,  and  especially  the  living  of  democracy  is 
the  all-important  problem  confronting  every  true  American  but  especially, 
does  this  duty  devolve  upon  the  parents,  teachers  and  preachers,  the  leaders 
in  democratic  education. 

The  Grange,  founded  on  democratic  principles,  recognizes  the  uni- 
versal brotherhood  of  mankind  under  the  fathership  of  God,  and  calls 
upon  not  only  her  memibers,  but  the  moulders  of  thought  in  all  walks  of 
life  to  lift  up,  inculcate,  and  defend  the  great  principles  and  faith  of  our 
democratic  heritage. 
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Since  in  all  cases  totalitarian  states  and  dictators  represent  merely 
the  culmination  of  centralization  of  power,  the  Grange  stands  more  firmly 
than  ever  for  its  policy  of  local  control  as  against  centralization  and  regi- 
mentation. 

Consolidation 

In  accord  with  this  policy,  consolidation  of  school  districts  should  be 
subject  in  the  final  decision  to  the  vote  of  the  local  people  in  the  com- 
munities concerned.  In  these  days  of  disintegration  any  move  which  tends 
to  destroy  community  unity  and  pride  in  possession  is  to  be  deplored, 
even  though  made  as  is  mostly  claimed,  in  the  interests  of  greater  effi- 
ciency and  financial  saving. 

We  are  not  impressed  by  the  mass  of  statistics  presented  to  show  the 
lowering  of  cost  to  the  taxpayer  each  time  there  is  enlarging  of  the 
working  unit  and  centralization  of  authority.  Rather  would  we  call  for  a 
careful  impartial  study  of  costs  operating  certain  educational  institutions 
when  under  local  control,  compared  with  those  same  institutions  after 
control  and  purchasing  power  have  been  centralized  on  a  county  or  state 
basis. 

However,  a  mere  monetary  consideration  should  not  be  the  only  cri- 
terion, for  in  a  democracy,  the  operation  of  local  government  and  parti- 
cipation in  the  management  of  the  schools  is  an  educational  process  in  itself. 

We  oppose  the  establishing  of  the  county  boards  of  education,  the 
members  of  which  derive  their  pay  from  the  State,  as  another  step  towards 
centralization  and  regimentation  with  the  consequent  loss  of  local  self- 
determination. 

Support  of  Education 

Your  Committee  cautions  school  officials  and  citizens  that  in  their 
desire  for  larger  and  newer  buildings,  secured  through  National  funds, 
they  are  mortgaging  the  future  of  their  districts.  All  buildings  thus 
erected  and  the  ground  immediately  surrounding  them,  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  State  Authority,  a  federal  agency.  Failure  to  amortize  these 
payments  as  due,  means  the  withholding  of  sufficient  State  appropriation 
to  meet  these  payments.  Such  deductions  from  the  districts'  appropriation 
mean  less  pay  for  already  underpaid  rural  teachers,  and  we  find  ourselves 
in  the  position  of  putting  buildings  before  teachers. 

It  is  likewise  a  well-known  principle  of  business  and  experience  that 
to  the  agency  supplying  funds,  there  always  goes  the  right  to  supervise 
or  control,  at  least  in  part,  the  activities  carried  on  therewith.  This  may 
prove  to  be  but  one  step  more  toward  federal  control  in  education,  a  move 
directly  opposed  by  Grange  policy. 

Instead  of  relying  on  federal  support  and  emergency  legislation,  we 
would  favor  liberal  support  of  education  within  our  State  derived  from  a 
graduated  income  tax  for  school  purposes. 

We  further  favor  equality  of  educational  opportunity,  regardless  of 
geographic  location  or  type  of  livelihood.  To  this  end  we  recommend 
increased  support  for  fourth-class  districts,  the  encouragement  of  voca- 
tional training  and  the  extension  of  continuing  commonly  called  adult 
education.  Not  only  in  times  of  peace,  but  especially  in  times  of  great 
international  crises,  the  nation  relies  upon  its  farmers  for  food  supplies. 

Likewise,  the  open  country  is  the  seed-bed  of  the  nation  from  which 
our  city  population  is  replaced.  Better  educational  opportunities  for  rural 
children  and  training  in  agriculture  are  not  a  selfish  demand,  since  by 
providing  an  intellectual  and  trained  rural  citizenry,  such  increased  support 
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assures  a  more  effective  citizen,  capable  in  times  of  stress  of  becoming  . 
vital  and  potent  line  of  national  defense.  oecoming  g

Teacher  Tenure 

Recognizing  that  the  Pennsylvania  teacher  tenure  law  was  one  of  the 
most  drastic  tenure  laws  enacted  by  any  state,  the  Grange  last  year  ad- 
vocated modification  in  regards  to  a  probationary  period.  As  a  result  of 
the  experience  of  the  past  year,  we  reaffirm  this  position  by  advocating  a 
^^^n  u  ^®*^®  probation  for  unexperienced  teachers  before  tenure 

shall  become  effective.  The  present  tenure  act  as  it  now  stands,  protects 
tne  incompetent,  as  well  as  the  competent  teacher.  To  overcome  this  de- 
fect, the  six  causes  for  dismissal  should  be  clarified  and  extended  to  include 
insubordination. 

The  justification  for  any  tenure  legislation  rests  primarily  on  its  as- 
suring better  training  and  advancement  to  our  children  and  young  people. 
Un  this  principle,  we  are  opposed  to  the  employment  of  married  women 
with  husbands  capable  of  supporting  them,  first,  because  the  mother's 
rirst  duty  is  to  her  home  and  to  the  child  in  that  home;  second,  because 
the  retention  of  such  married  women  may  discourage  and  deprive  the  well- 
trained  youth  graduating  from  our  colleges  of  their  right  to  a  position  en- 
abling them   the   sooner  to   establish  homes.     Recognizing  however,  that 
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there  are  often  mitigating  circumstances,  we  believe  that  the  question  of 
the  employment  of  married  women  should  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the 
local  school  authorities. 

Extension   of   Tenure 

Until  it  is  thoroughly  tried  and  the  difficulties  inherent  in  the  present 
teacher  tenure  act  are  eliminated,  we  oppose  the  proposed  extension  of 
tenure  to  superintendents  and  faculties  of  state  institutions  of  higher 
learning.  Professional  pride  and  the  high  standard  of  ethics  which  should 
prevail  among  the  leaders  in  education  should  protect  the  worthy  teacher 

and  avoid  the  mediocrity  and  regimentation  which  lurk  in  tenure. 

* 

Better  Training  of  Rural  Teachers 

Under  tenure,  one  danger  to  be  guarded  against  in  our  fourth-class 
districts  will  be  the  tendency  to  accumulate  inefficient  teachers,  many  of 
whom,  under  our  present  system,  are  not  trained  or  imbued  with  the 
rural  viewpoint.  To  obviate  this  condition  we  again  demand  of  all  teacher 
training  institutions  more  adequate  instruction  in  rural  problems  with 
practice  teaching  under  rural  conditions.  With  trained  teachers  under- 
standing rural  life  at  its  best,  consolidated  schools  become  truly  rural  and 
not  miniature  urban  schools  in  a  rural  setting. 

Peace 

The  recent  world  crises  in  Europe  proved  that  the  weakness  of  demo- 
cracy is  not  in  lack  of  great  armies  and  fleets,  but  in  the  disintegration  of 
the  moral  fibre  of  the  people  which  enabled  the  propaganda  of  the  totali- 
tarian state,  race  prejudice,  and  atheism  to  gain  entrance  and  flourish. 
Great  armaments  without  internal  solidarity  proved  futile. 

As  a  Grange,  we  oppose  the  expenditure  of  billions  on  navies  and  air 
squadrons  while  at  the  same  time  we  permit  our  scrap  iron,  steel  and 
munition  manufacturers  to  equip  warlike  aggressors  to  kill,  devastate  and 
annex  conquered  territory,  thereby  becoming  formidable  powers  against 
which  we  are  told  we  must  arm  in  self-defense.  Rather  let  us  emphasize 
in  season  and  out  of  season  the  teachings  of  the  Prince  of  Peace.  Let 
us  divert  a  portion  of  these  vast  sums  for  war  to  bringing  about  world 
brotherhood  and  understanding,  especially  in  cementing  a  closer  friendship 
with  our  sister  nations  of  the  western  hemisphere. 

Let  us  vigorously  oppose  all  organizations  and  movements  tending  to 
foment  race  or  class  hatred  and  injustice  within  our  borders.  Let  us  be- 
ware of  war  since  a  state  of  war  inexorably  centralizes  power,  regiments, 
and  debases  those  very  principles  and  rights  upon  which  our  democracy 
and  freedom  are  founded. 

Sabbath  Observance 

Noting  the  rise  of  atheism  and  dictators  in  those  countries  where  the 
open  European  Sunday  developed,  we  are  strengthened  in  our  conviction 
that  Sunday  observance  should  be  fought  for  and  guarded  as  a  priceless 
treasure  of  our  Christian  religion,  upon  whose  teachings  rest  not  only  our 
democratic  form  of  government,  but  our  free  school  system,  itself. 

Temperance 

The  Grange  stands  foursquare  in  its  opposition  to  narcotics  such  as 
alcohol,  opium,  nicotine  and  to  obscenity,  whether  in  advertising,  writing 
or  the  theatre. 
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The  press  radio  and  movies  are  three  of  the  most  effective  educatioDAl 
tools  produced  by  science.  In  direct  proportion  to  their  power  to  imnr^ 
inexperienced  youth  we  condemn  the  vicious  and  misleading  advertiain. 
of  the  liquor  and  cigarette  manufacturers.  * 

We  oppose  the  interspersing  of  liquor  announcements  with  station  an 
nouncements  in  otherwise  good  programs. 

As  positive  measures,  we  suggest  that  our  members  commend  both 
privately  and  publicly  those  newspapers  and  stations  refusing  liquor  and 
cigarette  advertisements  at  great  financial  loss  to  themselves;  that  in 
subscribing  to  magazines  and  periodicals  for  the  home  or  school,  we  d^ 
mand  those  editions  from  which  liquor  and  tobacco  advertisements  have 
been  deleted.  ^ 

Within  the  school  and  the  Grange  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  a 
definite  and  systematic  course  of  study  designed  to  acquaint  the  youneer 
generation  with  the  physiological,  moral,  criminal  and  economic  eff^ts 
of  liquor  and  narcotics,  especially  the  marihuana  cigarette.  The  close 
tie-up  between  this  pernicious  traffic  and  crime  should  provide  an  effective 
educational^  approach  to  arousing  public  opinion  to  outlaw  the  so-called 
hot  spots     infesting  our  countryside  and  deibauching  our  young  people. 

In  conclusion,  we  realize  that  attempts  to  control  men  by  laws  and 
edicts  are  being  carried  to  ridiculous  extremes.  We  do  not  condemn  nor 
doubt  the  necessity  and  the  moral  value  of  law,  but  the  desire  and  capacity 
of  the  individual  citizen  to  govern  himself  from  within  is  the  real  under- 
pinning of  the  state.  The  crying  need  for  today  is  for  a  real  religion  and 
a  real  education;  the  two  forces  that  approach  life  not  from  without  but 
from  within. 

To  this  end  the  Grange  reaffirms  its  faith  in  the  ability  of  the  sober, 
God-fearing  citizen  to  govern  not  only  himself,  but  his  community  and 
state.  We  challenge  youth  to  strive  for  the  abundant  life.  Not  one  of 
abundance  in  things,  money,  activities  and  power,  as  is  the  common  notion. 
Rather,  an  abundant  life  in  an  inner  life  of  convictions,  of  creative  energy, 
worked  out  in  social  justice  and  compassion  according  to  the  patterns 
laid  out  and  revealed  by  the  Great  Master  of  all.

REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  legislative  policies  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  have  been 
developed  over  a  long  period  of  time.  Those  policies  have  been  adopted 
after  giving  consideration  to  the  best  interests  of  agriculture  and,  we  be- 
lieve, with  a  fairly  accurate  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  agriculture.  Those 
policies  have  not  been  formed  to  placate  or  to  oppose  political  groups  or 
the  organizations  formed  by  other  occupations  or  industries. 

Our  experience  in  recent  years  has  been  that  because  Grange  policies 
did  not  coincide  with  the  ideas  of  new  groups  oi  administrations,  or  be- 
cause the  Grange  refused  to  depart  from  those  basic  principles  which  it 
had  so  developed,  the  Grange  has  been  attacked  and  its  elected  officials 
accused  as  being  partisan,  reactionary  and  opposed  to  progress.  This 
is  no  new  experience  to  the  Grange.    Periodically,  whenever  there  is  failure 
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to  bend  the  Grange  to  meet  the  ideas  of  those  who  would  use  it  for  fk^

The  most  important  question  must  inevitably  be  that  of  economy  fa. 
government.  Economy  can  come  only  through  decentralization  of  govern 
ment  and  through  elimmatmg  unnecessary,  harmful  or  wasteful  brandh« 
or  powers  of  government.  Only  through  economy  so  obtained  can  texatiM 
brf  reduced.  Only  through  eliminating  such  branches  or  powers  of  goveM 
w*?u  *r  ^^P«?««.^,  *o' .»"  "^n^Jse  and  centralized  regulation  be  avoidei 
With  these  basic  Ideas  m  mmd,  let  us  renew  some  of  those  policies  here- 
tofore  adopted  which  are  applicable  at  the  present  time. 

National  Issues 
Tariffs  and  Reciprocal  Treaties 

Pennsylvania  State  Grange  for  at  least  twenty-five  years  has  protested 
against  high  tariffs  for  those  things  which  the  farmer  must  buy  unless  the 
farmer  received  a  like  benefit  through  tariffs,  export  debenture,  or  some 
other  plan  for  those  products  which  the  farmer  sells.  For  years,  we  pointed 
out  that  the  recurring  increases  of  tariffs  on  articles  of  international  trade 
were  creating  an  unbalanced  situation  which  meant  disaster  to  agriculture. 
Those  predictions  were  but  too  true.  No  improvement  is  yet  in  sight  and 
only  recently  m  trade  agreements  entered  into  by  our  Federal  Government 
without  the  approval  of  the  United  States  Senate,  the  low  rate  on  farm 
products  were  scaled  down  along  with  many  manufactured  products.  We 
have  restated  from  time  to  time  our  opposition  to  those  trade  pacts  We 
do  so  again. 

Importation  of  Cattle  and  Food  Stuffs 

We  again  protest  against  the  importing  into  this  country  of  foreign 
live  stock  and  other  food  products  which  are  not  produced  under  sanitary 
and  health  regulations  at  least  as  rigid  as  those  of  this  country.  Amer- 
ican farmers  should  not  be  subjected  to  foreign  competition,  unless  for- 
eigners meet  at  least  as  rigid  inspection  and  regulation  as  we  do. 

Filled  Milk  and  Oleomargarine 

We  reaffirm  our  previous  declarations  favoring  more  stringent  regu- 
lations and  increased  taxes  on  Filled  Milk  and  Oleomargarine. 

Social  Security 

Last  year  our  report  discussed  this  question  at  length.  We  suggest 
that  It  be  again  read  in  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges,  as  it  cannot  now 
be  repeated  here.  The  statements  there  made  have  been  confirmed  by  ft 
year  s  experience.  Changes  in  the  law  may  be  expected  this  winter  but  thus 
far,  the  administrators  of  the  plan  seem  to  favor  only  an  extension  of  the 
plan  to  take  in  agricultural  and  domestic  employment.  And  this  is  to  be 
done  by  a  scheme  whereby  the  farmer  or  the  housewife  must  buy  stamps 
and  attach  them  to  a  card  owned  by  the  employee.  This  will  make  the 
plan  more  of  a  mess  than  it  is  now.  We  quote  the  closing  paragraphs  of 
last  year's  report  as  one  recommendation  now. 
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"We  believe  that  the  remedy  might  well  be  a  governmental  owned 
and  controlled  insurance  company,  conducted  upon  a  business  basis  and  in 
conformance  with  sound  experience,  open  to  every  one  who  cares  to  con- 
tribute on  a  voluntary  basis  and  made  compulsory  as  to  certain  types  of 
emplojrment,  with  a  segregation  of  the  compulsory  from  the  optional 
classifications,  the  entire  plan  to  be  supported  by  the  smallest  and  most 
temporary  deductions  or  payments,  with  the  money  paid  in  to  be  used  in 
financing  the  plan  and  not  in  paying  the  general  expenses  of  government. 

"We  frankly  admit  that  as  farmers  we  cannot  work  out  this  or  a  sim- 
ilar plan  but  surely  there  is  available  in  this  country  the  brains  and  ex* 
perience  to  do  it.  But  we  are  just  as  frank  in  stating  our  firm  belief 
that  this  plan  is  not  sound  and  that  it  will  prove  to  be  harmful  to  farmers, 
not  only  through  increasing  our  costs,  in  curtailing  our  markets,  and  in 
depriving  us  of  labor  but  also  in  the  final  payment  of  still  more  taxes  when 
the  final  'show-down'  comes. 

"We  recommend  that  the  authority  to  the  Executive  and  Legislative 
Committees  be  continued,  with  power  to  act." 

State  Issues 
Farm  Show 

We  again  approach  the  annual  Farm  Show.  This  year  there  will  be 
dedicated  a  new  ornate  Arena,  equipped  not  so  much  for  Show  purposes  as 
for  ice  skating,  exhibitions  and  conventions.  This  new  building  erected  at 
a  cost  of  $1,200,000  was  not  approved  by  farm  organizations  and  we  joined 
in  the  protest  against  the  proposed  uses.  We  protei^t  now  against  the  huge 
expenditure  and  maintenance  being  charged  to  agriculture.  We  also  de- 
mand that  the  proposed  plan  of  further  additional  buildings  to  be  erected 
as  a  part  of  the  Farm  Show  project  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  farmers' 
Department  of  Agriculture  away  from  the  State  Capitol  be  abandoned. 
Our  department  should  be  in  the  capitol  buildings  as  are  other  departments. 

Bovine   Tuberculosis   and   Bangs   Disease 

We  call  for  the  continuance  of  the  policy  of  adequate  appropriations 
for  indemnities  for  bovine  tuberculosis  and  Bangs  disease  and  demand 
that  the  rates  of  indemnities  reduced  at  the  last  general  session  of  the 
Legislature  be  restored. 

Tax  Qualifications  of  Voters 

We  believe  the  results  of  the  past  few  years  have  proved  that  the 
removal  of  the  constitutional  provision  requiring  the  payment  of  taxes 
as  a  qualification  for  voting  was  an  unwise  step.  We  suggest  that  the 
Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  have  introduced  in  the  next  session 
of  the  Legislature  a  proposed  constitutional  amendment  which  will  restore 
that  provision  and  that  the  Committee  urge  its  approval  by  the  Legislatures 
of  1939  and  1941. 

Milk  Control 

We  have  repeatedly  gone  on  record  as  opposed  to  compulsory  milk 
control.  Six  years'  experience  has  shown  conclusively  that  the  plan  does 
not  work.  We  again  favor  abolishing  the  scheme  of  compulsory  price 
fixing  and  again  favor  the  plan  of  transferring  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  the  other  powers  now  vested  in  the  Milk  Control  Commission 
such  as  auditing  dealers'  books,  checking  weights  and  tests  and  the  li- 
censing and  bonding  of  dealerii.  Additional  powers  should  be  given  to  the 
Department  in  substance,  to  fix  and  enforce  prices  to  producers  in  those 
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marketing:  areas  where  a  substantial  percentage  of  dealers  and  producpi* 
agrree  upon  a  price,  or  failing  such  agreement,  it  is  requested  by  a  ^ 
stantial  percentage  of  producers,  based  in  general  upon  the  princiDlfTf 
a  mutual  plan  now  prevailing  in  other  sections.  Under  that  pkn  nrf^^ 
fixing  orders  voted  upon  by  producers  are  now  working  reasonably  a? 
vantageously  m  certain  sections  of  the  country.  We  reaffirm  our  posito 
that  farmers  cooperative  associations  should  be  fully  recognized  and  inaS 
that  m  any  such  plan  of  voluntary  control  through  votes  of  farmers  n. 
their  cooperative  associations,  there  must  be  provisions  to  vote  out  huA 
control  if  It  does  not  work  because  of  improper  enforcement  or  otherwi«^ 
This  change  would  place  in  the  Department  most  responsible  to  farmen 
the  control  of  this  important  matter.  It  would  tend  toward  economy  by 
eliminating  a   large  and  expensive  bureau.  ^ 

Ini^pection  of  Dairies 

Pennsylvania  State  Grange  for  years  has  advocated  transferrins  from 
the  Department  of  Health  those  duties  of  the  Bureau  of  Milk  Sanitetion 
which  relate  to  farm  inspections.  The  present  act  and  its  enforcement 
have  become  a  subject  of  State-wide  condemnation  by  farmers.  The  con- 
troversial  requirements  and  inspections  are  not  supervised  by  medical 
practitioners,  nor  need  they  be.  They  are  not  now  supervised  even  b? 
veterinarians.  ' 

Our  position  of  long  standing,  now  generally  approved,  is  that  such 
powers  of  licensing  and  inspecting  be  transferred  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  with  all  types  of  inspection  such  as  for  tuberculosis.  Bangs 
disease,  physical  examination  of  cattle  and  inspection  of  plants,  staples 
and  equipment  be  made  by  one  veterinarian  at  one  inspection  and  at  one 
nominal  fee. 

This  should  be  more  economical  for  the  State  and  surely  would  be 
more  economical  and  less  irritating  to  the  farmer. 

The  broad  powers  of  making  rules  and  regulations  now  given  should 
be  curtailed  and  rules  should  be  made  effective  only  after  hearings  upon 
adequate  notice  and  all  parties  in  interest  should  have  the  right  to  appeal 
to  court  against  any  ruling. 

Contract  Carriers 

Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  protested  against  the  unwarranted 
regulation  of  farmers,  and  of  farmers'  cooperative  associations  by  the 
Public  Utility  Commission.  The  present  law  should  be  amended  to  exempt 
farmers  and  farmers'  cooperative  associations  and  those  hired  by  or 
through  them  in  the  hauling  of  farm  products  and  supplies.  The  present 
regulations  are  harshly  expensive  to  farmers.  Some  other  states  make 
these  exemptions  and  if  they  are  included  in  our  law,  farmers  will  receive 
more  for  their  labors  and  jnany  useless  jobs  in  the  commission  can  be 
abolished.  We  insist  upon  an  exemption  sufficiently  broad  to  meet  all 
requirements  of  farmers  and  their  cooperative  associations. 

Co-operation 

From  the  Grange,  both  in  the  state  and  the  Nation,  arose  the  desire 
and  the  demand  for  the  recognition  of  the  right  of  farmers  to  organize 
to  bargain  collectively  in  the  sale  of  farm  products  and  in  the  purchase  of 
farm  supplies.  The  cooperative  movement  among  farmers  has  grown  to 
huge  proportions.  It  is  now  generally  recognized  that  farmers  must  have 
this  right  as  a  partial  remedy  to  ease  a  bad  economic  situation.    Yet  there 
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are  those,  who  through  selfish  motives,  still  oppose  the  right  of  farmers 
to  bargain  collectively.  We  have  and  will  continue  to  fight  all  attempts 
to  destroy  farmers'  cooperative  associations,  whether  those  attempts  are 
aimed  toward  restricting  the  right  to  so  organize  or  to  limiting  the  right 
of  farmers  to  run  their  own  business  through  paternalistic  state  control  or 
otherwise. 

Constitutional  Amendments 

A  series  of  ten  proposed  amendments  to  our  State  Constitution  have 
been  approved  by  the  Legislature,  have  been  advertised  and  will  again  be 
presented  to  the  1939  session,  when  if  again  approved  they  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  for  their  vote  in  1942. 

These  amendments,  with  the  exception  of  three,  are  contrary  to  Grange 
policy.  Two  are  for  graduated  income  taxes,  with  the  proceeds  not  set 
apart  for  school  purposes;  two  are  for  increasing  the  debt  of  the  State 
by  sixty  millions  of  dollars;  two  are  for  increasing  the  limits  of  borrowing 
for  municipalities  and  counties;  and  one  is  for  making  more  county  offi- 
cers appointive,  thus  taking  away  still  more  officials  resiponsible  directly 
to  the  people.  This  State  Grange  should  also  oppose  the  other  three  in 
their  present  form.  One  is  for  absentee  voting  in  certain  cases;  another 
provides  for  travelling  judges  in  criminal  cases  with  the  appointive  power 
uncertain,  and  the  third  limits  the  combined  rates  of  all  taxes  on  real 
estate  to  10  mills  without  any  provision  for  making  up  the  loss  to  the 
municipality  either  through  reduced  requirements  from  the  State,  as  in 
the  case  of  schools,  or  for  additional  taxes  and  appropriations  from  the 
State.  Inasmuch  as  no  amendments  can  be  submitted  to  the  people  before 
the  fall  election  of  1942  there  will  be  two  general  sessions  of  the  Legis- 
lature before  such  submission.  This  gives  ample  time  to  amend  those 
amendments  on  graduated  income  taxes  to  specify  revenue  to  be  used  for 
school  purposes  or  discard  all  of  these  defective  amendments  and  re-adopt 
proper  ones.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Executive  and  Legislative  Com- 
mittees seek  to  do  this. 

Conclusion 

The  above  report  is  largely  a  restatement  of  policies  heretofore  adop- 
ted by  this  body.  Those  policies  are  as  applicable  today  and  will  be  during 
the  coming  session  of  the  General  Assembly  as  they  were  when  adopted. 
We  believe  that  there  will  be  a  general  acceptance  of  them  as  the  ex- 
pression of  a  sound  platform  for  agriculture. 

All  of  these  policies  and  many  others  which  cannot  be  taken  up  in  a 
report  such  as  this,  should  be  advocated  with  a  renewed  zeal,  for  we  are 
emerging  from  a  period,  new  to  Pennsylvania,  when  the  powers  of  gov- 
ernment have  been  used  in  attempts  to  tear  down  and  destroy  farmers' 
organizations  such  as  this  and  in  attempts  to  raise  up  other  bodies  to  take 
their  place.  The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  not  been  found  wanting 
and  its  membership  has  shown,  as  always,  its  ability  to  discern  the  true 
from  the  false. 

Now  is  a  fit  time  for  us  to  rededicate  ourselves  and  our  organization 
to  a  forward  march  for  agriculture,  and  invite  other  farmers'  organi- 
zations of  similar  ideals  to  join  with  us  in  an  aggressive  campaign  for 
sanity  and  economy  in  government,  for  a  return  to  the  people  and  their 
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local  governments  of  the  powers  of  self  grovernment  taken  from  them  and 
for  those  things  which  will  bring  to  Pennsylvania  a  better  and  more  proi- 
perous  Agriculture.

Resolutions  on  the  following  subjects  were  submitted  to  your  com- 
mittee and  the  action  is  recorded  here. 

Relief 

Resolutions  Nos.  33,  37,  41,  45,  46,  47,  48,  63,  65  and  79  were  on  many 
phases  of  the  distribution  of  relief  funds  and  the  committee  recommended 
the  adoption  of  the  following  substitute  to  cover  the  contents  of  these 
resolutions : — 

Funds  distributed  for  the  relief  of  the  unemployed  and  the  destitute 
constitute  the  largest  single  outlay  of  the  State  and  Federal  government 
and  represent  the  expenditure  of  public  tax  money. 

These  funds  are  secured  by  taxing  or  mortgaging  the  credit  of  all  the 
people,  therefore,  we  recommend  that  this  State  Grange  reaffirm  our 
former  position  and  continue  to  advocate  that  these  funds  be  distributed 
on  a  non-partisan  basis  and  the  administration  of  this  function  be  de- 
centralized, placing  it  largely  in  the  hands  of  officers  elected  locally,  even 
if  the  federal  government,  for  the  time  being,  be  required  to  contribute 
the  major  portion  of  the  money. 

Approved  by  Committee. 

Action  of  Committee  Sustained. 

Payment  of  Tax  Required  to  Vote 

Resolutions  Nos.  30,  56  and  74  favor  the  enactment  of  legislation 
which  will  require  the  proof  of  payment  of  tax,  except  when  voting  on 
age. 

Resolution  approved  by  Committee  as  covered  in  the  General  Report. 

Action  of  Committee  Sustained. 

Quail 

Resolutions  Nos.  3  and  7  aim  to  have  the  quail  placed  on  the  protected 
song  bird  list  and  removed  from  the  game  list.  Resolutions  introduced  by 
Pomona  No.  50  and  Pomona  No.  8. 

Resolution  approved  by  Committee. 

Action  of  Committee  Sustained. 

Liquor  Advertisements 

Resolution  No.  68  recommended  by  Westmoreland  County  Pomona 
Grange  No.  38  is  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  The  advocates  of  the  repeal  of  the  prohibition  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  expressed  themselves  as  being 
opposed  to  young  people  drinking  alcoholic  liquors  and  beverages  and 
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"Whereas,  They  expressed  themselves  as  favoring  the  education  of 
young  people  as  to  the  evils  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  beverages  and 

"Whereas,  Since  the  prohibition  amendment  has  been  repealed  instead 
of  puttmg  on  an  educational  campaign  they  have  permitted  the  manufac- 
turers and  distributors  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  beverages  to  put  on  an 
advertismg  campaign  that  is  insidious,  seductive,  enticing  and  false,  • 

"Be  it  therefore,  resolved.  That  the  Bell  Township  Grange  No'  1766 
of  Westmoreland  County,  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  go  on  record  as  being 
opposed  to  the  advertising  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  beverages  in  new»- 
papers,  magazines,  and  all  periodicals,  on  the  radio,  by  electric  and  by 
other  signs  and  posters  or  in  any  way  whatsoever  that  may  lead  people  to 
the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  beverages." 

Approved  by  Committee. 

Action  of  Committee  Sustained. 

Tax  on  Foreign  Made  Goods 

Resolution  No.  19  recommended  by  Hartstown  Grange  No.  1233  was, 
as  follows: 

"Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  placed  a  sales  tax,  in  this  State,  on 
all  foreign  made  goods  and  products  such  as  are  produced  in  the  United 
States.  Also,  that  this  sales  tax  be  placed  on  substitutes  for  farm  pro- 
ducts, such  as  oleo. 

"Also,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  consumer  be  required  to  pay  a  minimum 
sales  tax  of  one  cent  (U)  on  each  foreign  made  article  purchased. 

"Also,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  retailer  must  have  each  foreign  made 
article   plainly   marked   as   such. 
Action   of  Committee   is  that  present  Grange 
policy  favors  a  tax  on  oleo  made  from  foreign 
vegetable  oils  and  we  withhold  approval 
from  the  remainder  of  the  resolution. 

Action  of  Committee  Sustained. 

Graduated  Income  Tax 

Resolution  No.  55  recommended  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange 
was,  "Whereas,  equalization  of  taxes  has  long  been  the  battle  cry  of 
Pennsylvania  Grangers  and  whereas  it  is  considered  by  all  impartial  think- 
ers that  a  graduated  income  tax  law,  which  is  impossible  under  our  present 
State  Constitution,  is  the  only  way  to  secure  tax  equality, 

'Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  No. 
26,  again  devote  its  effort  to  the  securing  of  such  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment." 

The  action  of  the  Committee  is— 
the  policy  of  the  State  Grange  is 
favoring  a  constitutional  amendment 
which  will  permit  the  Legislature  to 
lay  graduated  income  taxes  with  suitable 
exemptions  for  small  incomes,  the  proceeds 
from  such  taxes  to  be  used  for  school  taxes 
so  that  taxes  on  real  estate,  which  are 
excessive,  may  be  reduced. 

Action  of  Committee  Sustained. 
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Resolutions  Nos.  6,  8,  23,  28,  61,  64  and  82  aimed  to  improve  the 
present  Grange  policy  on  highways.  The  Committee  after  careful  study 
offered  the  following  resolution  to  cover  the  intent  of  the  above  numbered 
resolutions: 

"Whereas,  for  many  years  the  Grange  has  been  an  advocate  of  better 
roads,  and  has  always  advocated  a  constructive  policy,  our  first  declaration 
was  for  a  *Farm  to  Market  Road.*  This  soon  led  to  the  adoption  of  the 
Sproul  Road  Law  and  he  became  the  'Father  of  Good  Roads.'  We  have  no 
desire  to  change  this,  but  insist  that  the  Grange  was  really  the  Father 
of  our  Good  Road  Policy. 

"Whereas,  from  that  time  down  to  the  present  many  changes  have 
taken  place,  but  the  Grange  has  always  taken  the  lead  in  road  legislation, 
it  has  always  insisted  that  the  money  derived  from  the  tax  on  gasoline  and 
motor  license  fees  be  kept  intact  and  used  only  for  the  maintenance  and 
construction  of  roads.  We  reaffirm  our  former  action  and  oppose  any 
effort  to  break  down  or  scatter  the  motor  fund  for  other  purposes. 

"Whereas,  only  11  Vf  of  the  traffic  which  passes  the  farmer's  door  is 
local,  the  rest  is  from  town  and  city,  or  from  without  the  State,  this  fact 
alone  clearly  demonstrates  that  the  roads  are  used  by  all  our  people  and 
should  be  built  and  maintained  by  the  State  and  not  by  townships  and 
municipalities.  Continuance  of  this  policy  will  result  in  the  elimination  of 
the  road  tax  which  is  not  only  burdensome,  but  manifestly  unfair  and 
unjust. 

"Whereas,  the  Highway  Department  not  only  has  the  machinery  and 
equipment  for  road  construction  and  maintenance,  but  has  trained  and 
experienced  men,  who  can  and  will  do  constructive  and  efficient  work,  if 
not  prevented  by  political  influence.  We  must  not  measure  the  work  of 
the  Highway  Department  with  that  of  the  W.  P.  A. 

"Therefore,  we  again  declare  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  economy 
and  efficiency  as  well  as  a  means  of  tax  reduction  that  the  State  build 
and   maintain  all   roads." 

Report  amended,  that  monies  allocated  by  the  State  to  the  several 
counties    should   be   distributed   by    proper   local   authorities. 

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 

Road   Nuisance 

Resolution  No.  6  recommended  by  Clinton  County  Pomona  was,  as 
follows: 

"Whereas,  it  is  the  practice  of  road  officials  in  some  districts  to  pile 
stones  and  dirt  in  the  fence  rows  along  the  highway  causing  a  growth 
of  brush  and  poison  ivy, 

"Be  It  resolved,  that  Clinton  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  29  go  on 
record  asking  the  State  Grange  to  introduce  a  bill  in  the  next  Legislature 
to  make  it  unlawful  to  create  a  nuisance  by  placing  of  any  stone,  dirt, 
weeds,  grass  or  other  matter  along  a  road  or  highway,  and  provide  a 
penalty  for  so  doing." 

This  resolution  is  partly  covered  by  existing 
legislation  and  the  violation  will  be  referred 
to    the    Highway    Department. 

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 


SUte  Medicine 

Resolution  No.  50  recommended  by  Erie  County  Pomona  that  Pomona 
Grange  record  its  opposition  to  a  system  of  socialized  medicine  as  practiced 
in  Europe  was  approved  by  the  Committee  as  follows: 
That   the   State   Grange   record   its  opposition   to   a   system   of  socialized 
medicine,  commonly  known  as  State  medicine. 

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 

Railroad  Legislation 

Resolutions  Nos.  7,  42,  51,  58  and  59  covering  a  variety  of  subjects 
introducing  the  operation  of  railways,  school  busses,  WPA  and  PWA  labor, 
as  well  as  inter-state  commerce  transportation  were  not  approved  by  the 
committee.  However,  resolution  No.  26  submitted  by  Spring  Creek  Grange 
No.  236  protesting  against  the  operation  of  railroads  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, as  we  believe  th^t  private  railway  companies  can  adjust  their 
rates  of  traffic  to  be  far  more  adequate  for  their  interest  and  cheaper  for 
the  shippers  and  consumer  and  the  public  at  large  was  approved  by  your 
Committee. 

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 

Public  Liability  and  Property  Damage 

Three  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  public  liability  and  property  dam- 
age were  received  and  the  Committee  acted  upon  the  resolution  from 
Armstrong  County  Pomona  Grange,  that  the  State  Grange  petition  the 
1939  Legislature  to  pass  a  law  requiring  that  each  and  every  person  be 
compelled  to  carry  public  liability  and  property  damage  insurance  on  their 
automobiles. 

The  Committee  disapproved  this  resolution  because  where  tried  it 
has  failed  to  reduce  accidents  and  where  in  force  it  has  raised  premium 
rates.  We  would  recommend  that  the  holders  of  an  operator's  license 
where  violation  of  the  law  involved  bodily  injury  or  property  damage,  the 
operator  guilty  of  the  violation  shall  be  required  to  post  with  a  casualty 
bonding  company  a  bond  to  the  amount  of  $5,000  or  more  in  addition  to  the 
present  law  in  order  to  retain  possession  of  the  operator's  license. 

Approved  by  Committee. 

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 

Secondary  Highways 

Resolution  No.  24  recommended  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange 
that  the  policy  of  State  administrations  in  regard  to  highway  construction 
has  been  such  that  already  good  roads  of  the  primary  system  where  made 
better  at  the  larger  outlay  of  money  and  the  tendency  of  road  construction 
has  been  to  slow  dovni  construction  on  the  secondary  system,  therefore, 
the  State  Grange  favors  a  construction  program  which  will  insure  the 
improvement  of  a  minimum  of  10%  of  the  secondary  system  annually 
was  approved  by  the  Committee  as  follows:  We  favor  the  policy  which 
will  tend  to  more  rapid  completion  of  our  secondary  highway  system. 

Item  No.  2  of  the  same  resolution  favoring  the  use  of  State  equipment 
for  snow  removal  on  the  main  highways  of  the  secondary  system  imme- 
diately after  the  primary  system  has  been  cleared  was  also  approved  by 
the  Committee.

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 
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Resolution  No.  81  recommended  by  Somerset  County  Pomona  No  ai 
was,  Whereas,  farmers  have  been  harassed,  annoyed  and  compelled  to 
abide  by  certain  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the  Teamsters  and  Truck 
ers  Union  of  Johnstown  who  claim  they  have  made  reciprocation  with  tibt 
Grange  whereby  farmers  are  given  permits  to  unload  their  own  producti 
be  It  resolved  that  we  go  on  record  in  favor  of  an  investigation  whereby 
farmers  may  know  the  truth  concerning  the  allegations  made  by  the 
aforementioned  union. 

Action  of  Committee  is  that  this  subject  was  fully  covered  by  the 
Master's  Address. 

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 

Milk  Haulers  Permits 

Resolution  No.  31  recommended  by  Butler  County  Pomona  Grange  that 
we  go  on  record  condemning  the  action  oY  the  Legislature  requiring  all 
milk  haulers  hauling  milk  from  the  farm  to  the  market  covered  by  Public 
Utility  permits  making  it  a  handicap  and  hindrance  to  the  services  of  the 
milk  producers  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  farming  industry  as  a  whole. 

Action  of  Committee — This  subject  is  covered  in  our  General  Report 

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 

Dry  Legislative  Program 

Upon  motion  of  John  A.  McSparran  the  following  definite  legislative 
program  covering  dry  legislation  was  adopted. 

1.  Support  county  option  for  counties  for  the  6th,  eth,  7th  and  8th 
classes.     (This  will  embrace  49  counties.) 

2.  Residence  district,  ward  and  local  option  for  all  counties. 

3.  Eliminate  liquor  stores  and  licensed  places  in  every  unit  that  votes 
dry. 

4.  Suppression   of  liquor  advertising. 

5.  Make  compulsory  dry  zones  around  churches,  schools,  colleges  and 
hospitals,  etc. 

6.  Eliminate  one-man  clubs. 

7.  Oppose  license  to  public  dance  halls,  filling  stations  and  roadhouses 
in  unpoliced  townships  and  boroughs,  and  as  well,  candy  kitchens  and 
soda  fountains  where  children  congregate  from  time  to  time.

Resolution  No.  63  submitted  by  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange,  favoring 
the  work  of  the  Dies  Committee  in  investigating  Un-american  activities 
was  approved  by  the  Committee.

The   Wagner  Labor  Relations  Act 

Resolution  No.  12  recommended  for  consideration  by  Uwchland  Grange 
No.  12918,  stating  that  "  The  Wagner  Labor  Relations  Act  has  worked  great 
hardships  on  industry  and  been  the  cause  of  numerous  unwarranted  strikes 
and  retarded  recovery,  therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  we  demand  the  repeal 
of  this  act." 

Approved  by  Committee. 

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 
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Resolutions  Nos.  5,  9,  and  16  submitted  by  Pomonas  Nos.  3,  22  and 
29  opposed  to  Sunday  fishing  and  the  legalization  of  certain  sports  and 
amusements,  including  movies,  conducted  on  Sunday  was  approved  by  the 
Committee. 

Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained. 

Sale  of  Beer  and  Liquor 

Resolution  No.  5  recommended  by  Clinton  County  Pomona  Grange 
opposing  the  employment  of  girls  and  women  to  tend  bars  in  certain  places 
where  beer  and  liquor  are  sold  was  approved  by  the  Committee  thus.— The 
Grange  has  always  disapproved  of  the  liquor  business  and  especially  do 
we  oppose  the  employment  of  women  to  serve  beer,  wine  or  liquor. 
Action  of  the  Committee  Sustained.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  first  duty  of  the  newly  organized  Executive  Committee  after 
our  last  State  Grange  meeting  was  to  help  entertain  the  National  Grange  at 
Harrisburg.  This  was  done  very  creditably  from  all  accounts.  Many 
interesting  trips  were  arranged  for  the  visiting  Patrons. 

During  the  year  several  meetings  were  held  in  order  that  the  work  of 
the  Grange  could  be  carried  out  with  the  best  possible  results.  Following 
is  a  brief  resume  of  the  more  important  ones: 

In  December  at  a  meeting  in  Harrisburg,  general  plans  for  the  year's 
work  were  made  and  a  budget  of  estimated  income  and  expenditures  was 
adopted. 

In  January  at  Harrisburg,  a  meeting  was  held  in  reference  to  picnic 
speakers,  register.  Home  Economics  project,  music  trophies  and  National 
Grange  work. 

At  State  College  a  meeting  was  called  in  connection  with  Lecturer's 
Conference  when  general  conditions  were  discussed.  This  meeting  was  in 
April. 

On  May  19  and  20  locations  for  holding  this  convention  were  visited, 
and  on  July  20  Washington  was  selected  as  the  site  for  the  1938  State 
Grange  meeting.  At  this  meeting  the  mileage  was  set  at  two  cents  per 
mile  each  way. 

The  wisdom  of  our  Grange  officials  of  twenty-four  years  ago  in  or- 
ganizing an  insurance  company  (The  Farmers  &  Traders)  and  the  fact 
that  it  is  directed  by  fifteen  State  Grange  Masters  and  officials  and  pre- 
sided over  by  our  National  Master,  Brother  Taber,  proves  it  to  be  an 
entirely  Grange  organization.  We  are  pleased  also  to  note  that  through 
a  cooperative  agreement  with  the  company  our  State  Grange  has  received 
about  $33,000.  Insurance  is  written  on  day  old  babies  to  adults  sixty-five 
as  cheap  as  can  be  bought  anywhere.  In  view  of  these  facts,  your  Com- 
mittee recommends  this  company  to  every  Patron. 

Another  Grange  activity  is  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange.  With 
the  renewed  interest  as  noted  in  yesterday's  meeting  of  the  members,  we 
are  sure  it  will  continue  to  render  better  service  than  ever  before  and  we 
recommend  that  our  membership  give  it  more  active  and  loyal  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL 

ELECTRIFICATION 

Electricity  is  one  of  the  most  wonderful  forces  placed  ready  for  the 
service  of  mankind,  yet  it  is  one  of  the  things  which  hid  its  secret  longer 
from  us.  It  can  do  almost  anything.  It  can  light  a  city,  supply  power  for 
a  farm,  cook  a  dinner,  heal  a  sick  child,  and  kill  us  if  we  are  not  careful. 
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The  gresLt  Greek  named  Thales,  who  lived  nearly  seven  hundred  years 
before  Christ  was  born,  noticed  that  amber  when  rubbed  with  another 
material  became  heated  and  that  in  that  condition  it  would  draw  toward 
itself  light  articles.  Later  in  the  sixteenth  century  William  Gilbert,  one 
of  Queen  Elizabeth's  doctors,  set  himself  to  make  experiments  and  as 
the  Greek  name  for  amber  is  elektron,  Dr.  Gilbert  gave  the  name  electricity 
to  the  condition  which  heat  and  friction  excited  in  the  things  he  tried. 

The  first  central  station  for  the  commercial  distribution  of  electricity 
was  seit  going  on  the  4th  of  September,  1882,  by  Thomas  Edison  himself 
at  257  Pearl  Street,  New  York  City.  This  station  supplied  five  or  six 
buildings  with  light.  Much  progress  has  been  made  since  that  time,  but 
many  farms  are  still  without  the  use  of  electricity. 

Your  Committee  on  Rural  Electrification  would  recommend  that  the 
State  Grange  reaffirm  its  former  policies  on  Rural  Electrification  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  years  19%,  19^6  and  1937.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

We,  the  undersigned  Committee  on  Master's  Annual  Address,  have 
made  a  careful  study  of  the  same,  and  wish  to  compliment  him  upon  the 
completion  of  seven  years  of  successful  service  as  Master  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Grange,  and  for  the  strenuous  efforts  put  forth  by  him  in  pro- 
moting its  welfare. 

We  feel  that  it  had  been  largely  through  his  efforts  and  influence  that 
the  National  Grange  came  to  our  state  last  year,  thus  giving  over  5,000 
of  our  Patrons  an  opportunity  to  witness  the  exemplification  of  the  highest 
and  most  beautiful  degree  of  our  noble  Order. 

We  are  happy  to  note  that  he  can  report  an  increase  in  membership, 
and  that  the  Grange  is  in  a  healthy  and  flourishing  condition,  realizing 
that  it  was  through  his  efforts  that  membership  drives  were  put  on  in 
various  counties  with  gratifying  results. 

We  also  agree  with  him  that  our  ritual  is  our  book  of  Decorum  in  the 
Grange,  and  should  be  adhered  to  in  a  dignified  manner.  We  are  inclined 
to  believe  that  in  many  of  our  Subordinate  Granges  the  Manuals  are  con- 
fined in  the  Master's  tin  box  too  much  of  the  time.  All  Subordinate  officers 
should  have  the  opportunity  to  acquaint  themselves  thoroughly  with  the 
contents  of  the  Manual. 

We  heartily  agree  with  our  Worthy  Master  that  education  of  our  youth 
is  a  vital  question.  We  value  the  education  of  our  youth  in  character,  as 
well  as  book  learning. 

The  present  crime  wave  of  the  youth  is  primarily  due  to  lack  of 
character  training  and  a  religious  training  from  the  parents. 

We  heartily  agree  with  our  Worthy  Master  that  we  do  need  legislation 
that  will  save  our  people  and  especially  our  youth,  from  the  use  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

We  agree  with  him  that,  the  prosperity  of  a  nation  is  in  proportion 
to  the  value  of  its  production  and  that  the  soil  is  the  source  from  which 
we  derive  all  that  constitutes  wealth;  and  that  agricultural  conditions  in 
the  state  and  nation  are  far  from  satisfactory,  or  on  a  profitable  basis. 

We  are  in  accord  with  the  declarations  of  the  National  Grange,  that  the 
farmer  should  have  equal  opportunity  and  a  fair  share  of  the  national 
income;  that  the  American  farmer  should  be  assured  the  American  market 
up  to  the  limit  of  his  ability  to  produce  efficiently;  that  the  Federal  Farm 
Act  should  be  amended  and  simplified;  that  the  Grange  should  cooperate 
with  other  farm  organizations  and  government  agencies;  that  the  family- 
sized  farm  should  be  protected  in  all  government  programs  and  in  taxation; 
that  soil  conservation  should  be  continued  as  a  permanent  farm  program, 
based  upon  proper  land  use,  rather  than  crop  control — ^but  we  believe  that 
any  proposals  or  substitutions  for  the  present  farm  program  should  re- 
ceive careful  study  and  that  we  should  be  reasonably  sure  that  such  a 
change  would  result  in  a  workable  program  with  an  improvement  over 
what  we  now  have 

We  approve  of  his  declarations  on  dairy  interests  and  agree  with  his 
statement  that,  possibly  the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  marketing  of  our 
dairy  products  in  Pennsylvania  is  the  importation  of  these  products  from 
other  states  and  foreign  countries,  where  they  have  little  or  no  regulations. 

We  agree  that  our  legislation  activities  are  the  strong  arm  of  the 
Grange  and  may  we  continue  to  fight  for  the  principles  and  laws  which  pro- 
tect and  promote  the  interests  of  the  public  and  the  welfare  of  the  nation 
and  all  mankind. 
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We  heartily  approve  his  recommendation  for  a  stronger  support  of 
our  cooperatives: — The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange,  The  Grange  Life  In- 
surance Company,  The  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  and  The 
National  Grange  Fire  Insurance  Company. 

We  are  also  grateful  to  learn  that  he  contemplates  appointing  a  His- 
torical Committee  and  that  we  may  anticipate  having  an  up-to-date  history 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  at  our  next  Annual  Meeting  as  well  as 
a  permanent  record  of  his,  and  all  his  predecessors'  labors  and  contributions 
to  the  upbuilding  of  our  beloved  Order.

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 

We,  the  Committee,  on  Good  of  the  Order  whole  heartedly  agree  with 
the  State  Master  in  his  recommendation  that  the  Deputy  system  be  strength- 
ened and  that  deputies  be  instructed  to  inspect  the  Granges  in  their  respec- 
tive districts  at  regular  intervals  as  to  work  done  and  general  condition  of 
the  Order  as  to  what  progress  is  being  made  and  to  assist  wherever  pos- 
sible to  advance  the  principles  and  teachings  of  our  Order. 

We  further  recommend  that  Deputy  Schools  be  continued  as  they  have 
proven  a  very  valuable  source  of  education  along  ritualistic  and  leadership 

lines. 

We  also  suggest  that  the  State  Lecturer  continue  in  assisting  Sub- 
ordinate Lecturers  by  preparing  handbook  and  other  available  material 
and  getting  into  the  hands  of  the  Subordinate  Lecturer  such  help  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  newly  elected  officers  are  installed.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

What  cotton  is  to  the  agriculture  of  the  South,  corn  and  wheat  to  the 
West,  citrus  fruits  to  California  and  Florida,  the  dairy  industry  is  to 
Pennsylvania.  Throughout  the  State,  the  farmers  of  Pennsylvania  look 
to  milk  for  their  principle  cash  income.  Pennsylvania  has  no  one  cen- 
tralized milk  market;  rather  it  is  composed  of  several  milk  markets.  With 
a  very  evident  failure  of  the  compulsory  milk  control  board  to  bring  to 
the  farmers  in  these  markets  a  fair  price,  there  is  a  need  for  a  new  plan 
by  which  the  producers  will  have  a  larger  voice  in  the  fixing  of  these 
prices.  This  can  be  done  only  by  encouraging  the  cooperative  associations 
which  are  selling  milk.  We  believe  that  the  milk  cooperatives  should  have 
the  full  support  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  in  bringing  to  pass 
in  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature  such  changes  in  the  law  which 
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will  permit  the  associations  to  work  more  closely  together  in  attempting 
to  reach  this  result. 

While  the  need  for  economy  in  State  Government  is  more  apparent 
than  ever  before,  and  we,  as  farmers,  must  demand  that  economy,  the 
weeding  out  of  Government  expenditures  should  be  in  the  non-essentials 
rather  than  upon  the  essentials.  Among  those  essentials  are  a  continuation 
of  adequate  appropriations  for  the  indemnities  for  the  eradication  of  bovine 
tuberculosis  and  Bang's  disease.  Likewise,  these  indemnities  should  be 
adequate  to  the  individual  producer  who  loses  his  cattle,  and  we  favor  the 
return  to  the  schedule  which  was  in  existence  prior  to  the  last  session  of 
Legislature. 

To  aid  in  bringing  a  fair  price  to  the  farmer  for  his  milk,  all  legi- 
timate efforts  should  be  used  by  the  State  Grange  to  maintain  the  market 
for  butter,  which  has  been  so  seriously  impaired  through  the  use  of  oleo- 
margarines and  other  butter  substitutes.  Butter  is  a  real  health  food. 
The  great  surplus  of  butter  in  this  country  today  has  brought  ruinously 
low  prices  for  butter.  With  the  exception  of  the  milk  which  is  sold  for 
fluid  consumption,  the  prices  of  milk  used  for  cream,  ice  cream,  cheeses 
and  other  butter  products  are  reflected  by  the  nationwide  prices  of  butter. 

We  favor  and  recommend  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  promote 
through  the  subordinate  Granges  the  campaign  of  the  Emergency  Butter 
Committee,  which  is  a  nationwide  association  putting  on  a  campaign  to 
increase  the  sale  of  butter  through  retail  groceries,  through  publicity  in 
local  newspapers  and  through  discussion  in  public  meetings.  It  is  to  be 
noted  with  approval  that  the  chain  groceries  have  joined  in  this  campaign 
and  are  actively  advertising  butter.  We  call  upon  all  subordinate  Granges 
to  obtain  from  the  emergency  committee  the  advertising  kits  and  other 
information,  and  carry  on  active  campaigns  in  each  locality. 

We  favor  the  policy  of  the  National  Grange  in  the  campaign  against 
filled  milk,  and  for  higher  taxes  on  imported  fats  and  oils  used  in  oleo- 
margarine. 

We  call  for  a  drastic  change  in  the  law  relating  to  the  powers  of  the 
Bureau  of  Milk  Sanitation  of  the  Department  of  Health.  The  large  number 
of  resolutions  presented  at  this  meeting  criticizing  that  Bureau  and  calling 
for  it  to  be  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  proves  that  the 
contention  made  by  the  State  Grange  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  the 
present  law  that  such  enactment  would  be  resented  by  producers.  Farmers 
should  produce  clean,  wholesome  milk.  They  do  not  object  to  fair  regu- 
lations looking  toward  that  end,  but  they  do  object  to  the  making  of  arbi- 
trary rules  without  being  heard.  We  join  with  the  Legislative  Committee 
in  demanding  such  a  change  in  the  law  that  rules  and  regulations  shall 
be  made  only  after  public    hearing  with  right  of  appeal  to  Court. 

In  conclusion,  all  of  the  above  can  be  obtained  only  by  this  State 
Grange  working  in  harmonious  cooperation  with  those  associations  which 
Grange  farmers  have  set  up  for  the  sale  of  their  milk.     We  pledge  our 

whole-hearted  cooperation.

Batter  Surplus 

Your  Committee  has  also  studied  and  considered  the  following  reso- 
lution and  recommends  the  same  for  adoption  by  the  State  Grange. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  nation-vnde  surplus  of  butter,  caused  partially 
through  over-production  of  milk,  but  principally  by  the  under  consumption 
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of  milk  and  milk  products,  and  resulting  in  very  low  prices,  and 

Whereas,  Such  low  prices  for  butter  in  large  measure  determine  the 
prices  received  by  farmers  for  milk  sold  for  purposes  other  than  fluid  con- 
sumption, and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  nation-wide  campaign  to  encourage  the  use  and 
sale  of  this  valuable  food  product,  through  newspaper  articles,  public  meet- 
ings and  particularly  advertising  in  retail  stores,  and 

Whereas,  This  campaign  is  being  fostered  and  promoted  by  farm  or- 
ganizations, which  has  resulted  in  the  chain  grocery  stores  carrying  on 
this  campaign,  but  the  burden  falls  largely  on  farmers  to  obtain  the  as- 
sistance  in  their  localities  of  the   independent  grocers,  and 

Whereas,  Advertising  kits  for  stores,  suggested  articles  for  newspapers, 
and  topics  for  public  discussion  are  being  supplied  without  cost  by  the 
Emergency  Butter  Committee,  1370  Northwestern  Bank  Bldg.,  Minneapolis, 

Minn. 

Therefore  Be  It  Resolved,  That  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  heartily 
approves  and  endorses  this  campaign;  that  it  calls  upon  each  Subordinate 
Grange  to  set  up  Committees  to  actively  assist  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
ject; and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  be  authorized  and  directed 
to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  at  the  earliest  opportunity  to  each  Sub- 
ordinate Grange,  to  the  end  that  the  Master  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  may 
immediately  appoint  such  committees,  send  for  such  kits,  and  promote  the 
advertisement  and  sale  of  butter  in  each  locality.

Milk  Sanitation  and  Milk  Control 

Resolutions  Nos.  1,  24,  30,  32,  39,  40,  55,  60,  71,  80  and  84,  recommended 
by  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges,  were  all  studied  carefully  and  the 
following  substitute  resolution  is  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  State 
Grange. 

Whereas,  The  dairy  farmers  of  Pennsylvania  feel  that  there  is  no  end 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Health  for  the 
production  of  milk  on  farms  and  that  many  of  these  requirements  are 
unnecessary  for  the  production  of  quality  milk  and  expensive  and 

Whereas,  These  requirements  seem  to  be  a  definite  move  on  the  part 
of  the  authorities  to  get  rid  of  the  small  producer  so  that  the  owner  of 
large  herds  might  have  the  market  to  himself  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  definite  written  regulation  to  guide  the  farmer 
as  to  the  requirements  necessary  in  his  production  of  milk  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  Department  of  Health  so  that  oftentimes  after  a  farmer 
has  carried  out  the  suggestions  of  one  inspector,  another  may  refuse  to 
0.  K.  the  improvements  which  have  been  suggested.  These  inspectors 
also  are  oftentimes  men  who  know  very  little  about  the  actual  production 
of  milk  because  they  have  had  no  farm  training  or  agricultural  back- 
ground but  hold  their  positions  because  of  political  backing,  Be  it 

Resolved,  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  hereby  goes  on  record  as  being 
in  favor  of  the  continued  production  of  high  quality  milk  from  herds  that 
are  free  from  bovine  tuberculosis,  Bang^s  disease,  and  other  bovine  diseases 
which  might  be  contracted  by  human  beings,  that  it  favors  production  of 
milk  under  sanitary  conditions  as  determined  by  bacteria  count  and  inspec- 
tion and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  since  these  conditions  are  prevalent  through-out  the 
State  we  go  on  record  as  recommending  that  the  entire  milk  control  legis- 
lation be  placed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
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Agriculture,  in  order  that  practical  economy  and  efficiency  might  be  car- 
ried out.    Be  it  also  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on  record  as  favoring 
the  revision  of  such  legislation  and  rulings  at  the  next  regular  session  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Legislature.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

The  problems  of  agriculture,  in  our  State  as  elsewhere,  are  so  inter- 
woven with  National,  State  and  local  problems  that  the  recovery  we  hope 
and  work  for  does  not  depend  on  some  sweeping  act  of  legislation,  but  may 
be  brought  nearer  by  the  solution  or  improvement  of  some  of  the  disturb- 
ing factors. 

Agriculture  and   Relief 

It  is  a  strange  paradox  that  in  these  years  of  great  unemployment 
securing  of  competent  farm  labor  has  been  a  greater  problem  than  in 
years  of  normal  activity.  Direct  relief  and  work  relief  projects,  as  now 
carried  on  must  be  revised  and  curtailed,  to  remedy  this  hindrance  to  farm 


recovery. 


Soil  Conservation 


We  say  that  our  soil  is  the  source  of  all  wealth.  If  this  is  so,  and  it  be- 
ing ours  as  individuals  to  use,  but  for  a  short  time,  we  should  pass  it  to 
our  successors  as  fertile  or  better  than  we  received  it.  This,  good  farmers 
have  always  tried  to  do.  In  the  past,  through  lack  of  information  or  proper 
methods  or  to  financial  need  much  damage  has  been  done. 

With  the  broad  effort  to  conserve  our  soil  resources,  we  are  in  full 
agreement.  Rebuilding  our  forests,  arresting  erosion  by  change  of  cul- 
tural methods,  restoring  humus,  etc.,  and  the  reasonable  use  of  National 
and  State  funds  to  this  end  can  be  supported.  It  is  our  belief  that  the 
work  of  our  Agricultural  Extension  service  has  done,  and  is  doing,  more 
for  real  Soil  Conservation  than  subsidy  payments  that  have,  or  can  be 
made.  These  subsidies,  commonly  known  to  us  as  Soil  Conservation  pay- 
ments, may  have  helped  as  an  emergency  makeshift,  but  we  consider  the 
principle  unsound,  not  a  proper  use  of  public  funds,  and  tied  m  as  it  is 
with  crop  control  and  acreage  reduction,  dangerous  in  its  ultimate  effect. 

Taxation 

We  are  producers  of  raw  or  basic  products.  The  price  received  for 
them  is  and  will  remain  low  as  compared  with  the  processed  and  mer- 
chandised price  to  the  consumer.  The  source  of  these  basic  products  should 
not  carry  a  tax  out  of  proportion.  This  is  being  recognized,  and  leads  to 
a  levelling  of  tax  payments,  but  not  to  removal  or  reduction,  unless  a 
change  in  policy  in  State  and  Nation  turns  to  retrenchment.  Then  agri- 
culture will  benefit. 

The  Grange  has  a  proud  and  consistent  record  in  support  of  ed^lcation 
but  we  believe  that  the  recent  legislation  toward  building  and  consolidating 
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rural  schools,  is  not  warranted  at  this  time,  both  from  a  financial  and 
local  transportation  viewpoint.     A  recognition  of  this  we  believe  would 

benefit  agriculture. 

Cooperation 

To  cooperation  we  give  our  heartiest  support.  This  is  a  proved  and 
tried  method  of  self-help.  Our  Extension  Service  here  again  is  doing  good 
work,  and  in  its  development  we  see  one  of  the  surer  ways  of  farm  recovery. 

Research 

Science  and  research  is  proving  helpful  in  improving  yields  and  quality 
of  farm  products,  and  in  marketing  same.  We  favor  reasonable  financial 
support  by  the  State  for  this  purpose. 

Wild  Life 

Protection  of  and  increase  in  game  animals  and  birds  is  in  itself  de- 
sirable, but  where  such  increase  brings  material  damage  to  farm  crops, 
their  number  should  be  reduced  and  adequate  payment  of  damage  made 
from  the  proper  fund. 

Dairying  is  a  major  source  of  income  in  Pennsylvania,  in  some  of  our 
counties  as  much  as  80%.  We  earnestly  urge  strong  support  for  recom- 
mendations of  your  Dairy  Committee  helpful  to  this  branch  of  our  industry. 
These  are  but  part  of  our  problems.  In  seeking  their  solution  we  think 
first  of  means  to  improve  and  beautify  our  homes,  and  peace  of  mind  to 
enjoy  them.    This  is  the  Heart  of  Agriculture.

Your 
Committee  on  Agriculture  opposes  the  unsound,  unsafe  and  contradictory 
provisions  of  the  AAA  law  of  1937  which  pays  farmers  to  improve  their 
soil  and  limit  production  at  the  same  time.  A  substitute  is  proposed  which 
aims  to, 

(A)  Development  of  new  uses  and  outlets  for  farm  production. 

(B)  Maintain  our  share  of  foreign  markets. 

(C)  Federal  and  State  aid  for  research  laboratories. 

(D)  Continuation  of  Farm  Credit. 

(E)  Continued  storage  loans,  but  below  current  values. 

This  substitute  resolution  is  approved  by  the  Committee.  The  action 
of  the  Committee  was  sustained.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSERVATION 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  always  played  an  active  part  in 
creating  public  sentiment  and  promoting  legislation  to  further  the  conser- 
vation of  our  State  forests.  Several  years  ago  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  study  the  question  and  draft  legislation  providing  for  reforestation  of 
denuded  forest  lands  and  protecting  from  fire  and  waste  our  timber  land 
which  remained.  Under  Governor  Sproul,  the  Forestry  Department  was 
reorganized  and  since  that  time  Pennsylvania  has  been  out  in  the  front 
line  among  the  states  of  the  Union  in  forestry. 

The  income  from  the  Forestry  Department  is  placed  in  the  School 
Fund  of  the  State,  and  while  it  now  amounts  to  a  considerable  sum,  ilt 
could  be  greatly  increased  and  would  constitute  a  larger  factor  in  the  edu- 
cation of  our  youth,  if  the  balance  of  our  unseated  land  could  be  acquired 
by  the  State. 

Forestry  products  to  the  amount  of  nearly  one  hundred  million  dollars 
are  annually  imported  into  this  State  and  an  enormous  saving  in  freight 
charges  as  well  as  cost  of  the  products  could  be  made  by  utilizing  our 
cut  over  lands  for  the  growing  of  forest  products  suitable  for  our  domestic 
needs. 

In  stressing  the  conservation  of  our  forest  area,  we  are  not  unmindful 
of  the  need  for  conserving  our  farm  and  pasture  land. 

The  fertility  of  our  farms  must  be  maintained  by  the  tillers  thereof, 
but  until  such  time  as  the  farmer  can  obtain  enough  income  from  his 
operations  to  do  this,  we  feel  that  State  and  National  Conservation  pro- 
grams must  be  maintained. 

Your  committee  is  in  accord  with  the  action  of  the  National  Grange 
in  asking  for  a  program  that  will  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  great  majority 
of  the  farmers  of  the  nation. 
Your  committee  would  recommend: 

1.  The  continuance  of  reforestation  of  our  cut-over  lands  and  sub- 
marginal  lands  not  suitable  for  farming  purposes. 

2.  Improvement  of  our  permanent  pastures  to  enable  us  to  add  to 
our  income  through  dairying  and  stock  raising. 

3.  To  use  every  means  that  will  prevent  soil  erosion. 

4.  Improvement  of  the  fertility  and  proper  use  of  our  crop  lands  by 
the  practice  of  sound  farm  management  methods.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  JUVENILE  GRANGES 

The  growing  interest  in  Juvenile  Grange  work  indicates  a  greater 
appreciation  of  the  value  of  this  part  of  our  Grange  work. 

We  appreciate  the  interest  and  feel  that  the  Juveniles  deserve  your 
continued  support.  There  is  no  higher  calling  in  life  than  the  building 
of  young  minds  and  character.  That  we  may  continue  to  improve  we 
submit  the  following  recommendations: 

We  recommend  that  State  Grange  appoint  Juvenile  Deputies  that 
are  particularly  interested  in  Juvenile  work. 

We  recommend  that  more  state  speakers  be  sent  out  to  stress  Juvenile 
work  in  our  State. 

We  recommend  that  more  attention  be  given  to  the  education  of 
Subordinate  members  as  to  their  duties  in  supporting  the  Juvenile  Grange. 

We  also  suggest  that  the  Juvenile  Matron  and  leaders  should  be  given 
more  opportunities  to  secure  competent  instruction  and  aid  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties. 

As  the  life  of  the  Grange  in  the  future  depends  upon  material  that 
the  Juvenile  Grange  is  building,  we  feel  that  the  Juvenile  Matrons,  Dep- 
uties and  workers,  are  performing  a  task  so  essential  to  Grange  life,  that 
they  should  receive  all  the  support  and  recognition  that  is  in  our  power 
to  give  them. 

To  the  Pomona  Granges  we  recommend  that  the  Pomona  Master  ap- 
point a  deputy  for  Juvenile  work  in  the  county  to  aid  the  State  Deputy. 

We  urge  that  the  graduation  ceremony  be  used  when  children  go  from 
the  Juvenile  to  Subordinate  Grange.  May  our  Subordinate  take  care  in 
urging  Juveniles  to  join  as  at  times  it  may  handicap  the  Juvenile  work 
by  taking  all  older  children. 
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The  Pomona  Granges  should  set  aside  a  period  in  one  or  more  of  its 
programs  for  the  promotion  of  Juvenile  work.  We  especially  recommend 
that  Juveniles  take  part  in  these  programs. 

We  recommend  that  Pomona  Granges  cooperate  more  closely  with 
the  Juvenile  Granges   in  their  district. 

To  the  Subordinate  Granges,  we  recommend  that  the  Matron  be  elected 
after  the  Master  so  that  they  may  have  more  efficient  Matrons  or  Patrons. 

We  recommend  that  all  Subordinate  and  Juvenile  Granges  appoint  a 
Juvenile  Committee  so  that  they  may  work  together  to  better  advantage. 

As  the  work  of  the  Juvenile  Matron  deprives  her  of  attending  the 
Subordinate  meeting  and  as  her  work  is  of  such  value  to  the  Subordinate 
Grange,  we  recommend  that  the  Subordinate  Grange  pay  her  dues.  We 
also  recommend  that  the  Subordinate  Grange  have  the  National  Grange 
Monthly  sent  to  its  Matron. 

We  recommend  that  a  well  defined  program  of  Juvenile  Grange  work 
be  arranged  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Juvenile  mem- 
bers of  Washington  County  and  to  those  Subordinate  members  and  deputies 
who  worked  so  hard  to  exemplify  the  Juvenile  degree  Wednesday.  Anyone 
who  witnessed  this  degree  will  have  no  doubt  as  to  whether  the  work  of 
our  Juvenile  Grange  is  worthwhile. 

We  feel  that  if  the  above  recommendations  are  accepted  and  every 
Master,  deputy  and  loyal  Grange  worker  becomes  a  booster  for  the  Ju- 
venile Grange,  we  will  reach  the  goal  where  we  can  truly  say  that,  "a 
little  child   shall  lead  them."

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  SECRETARY 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members: 

As  usual  our  report  is  largely  made  up  of  figures  and  statistics  re- 
garding the  finances  and  membership  of  Subordinate  Granges  in  Penn- 
sylvania. Subordinate  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  during 
1938  show  a  real  spirit  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  Subordinate  secre- 
taries. However,  we  have  but  one  perfect  report  to  the  National  Grange 
during  the  year.  In  a  large  state  like  Pennsylvania,  it  is  more  difficult 
to  collect  the  dues  as  promptly  as  it  is  in  a  small  state. 

The  Grange  membership  on  September  30,  1938  was  66,0^  members. 
A  year  ago  our  report  to  the  National  Grange  at  the  close  of  the  June 
quarter  showed  63,314.  The  average  membership  for  the  year  1937  in  the 
office  of  the  National  Grange  was  64,716.  It  is  readily  seen  that  our 
membership  on  September  30  shows  a  steady  increase.  During  the  year 
four  Granges  were  organized  and  three  reorganized.

GRANGE  NEWS 


The  publication  of  our  monthly  Grange  paper  is  a  matter  of  no  small 
concern.  Grange  News  has  always  observed  the  adopted  policies  of  the 
Grange  and  the  aim  has  always  been  to  keep  before  our  membership 
matters  of  strictly  Grange  concern,  and  to  keep  the  members  informed 
of  Grange  happenings  throughout  the  State,  as  well  as  the  legislative 
procedure  in  both  the  State  and  the  Nation. 

The  constant  revision  of  our  mailing  list  of  upwards  of  42,000  names, 
the  assembling  and  the  editing  of  the  material,  solicitations  of  advertise- 
ments, and  the  effort  to  make  up  a  clean  paper,  edited  on  the  above  lines, 
require  time,  material  and  money.  As  the  matter  stands.  Grange  News  is 
not  a  paying  proposition  from  a  financial  standpoint.  We  want  to  again 
emphasize  the  point  that  by  broadening  the  scope  of  Grange  News  to  in- 
clude matters  of  general  agricultural  interest,  it  would  add  materially  to 
the  usefulness  of  the  paper.  Besides,  it  would  increase  the  mailing  list 
and  add  revenue  to  our  income.  The  revenue  of  Grange  News  is  derived 
from  several  purposes — a  small  list  of  subscriptions,  advertising,  donations 
and  the  small  amount  paid  by  our  membership  through  Grange  dues. 

An  appeal  is  herewith  made  for  a  more  generous  support  in  the  con- 
tribution of  material,  as  well  as  financial  aid,  whether  in  advertising  or 
donations.  A  Grange  can  make  no  more  useful  expenditure  than  to  donate 
a  small  amount  to  Grange  News  annually.  The  importance  and  value, 
as  well  as  the  appreciation  of  Grange  News,  can  best  be  attested  to  by  the 
fact  that  many  people  keep  permanent  files  of  the  paper  for  future  refer- 
ence both  in  legislative  and  Grange  activity. 

We  again  appeal  to  the  membership  to  state  specially  in  answering 
advertisements  that  the  reader  saw  the  advertisement  in  Grange  News. 
This  is  the  biggest  asset  we  have  commercially  and  we  hope  that  every 
delegate  will  return  to  the  Subordinate  Grange  with  the  request  that 
Grange  News  be  read  regularly  and  supported  generously.

Condition  of  the  Order 

Our  statistical  report  shows  a  steady  but  slight  increase  in  member- 
ship. We  have  organized  and  reorganized  as  many  Subordinate  Granges  as 
last  year,  but  we  have  only  fourteen  Juvenile  organizations  to  our  credit 
whereas  there  were  twenty-eight  such  organizations  last  year.  There  is 
a  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  dormant  Granges  and  the  convenient 
modes  of  travel  have  developed  a  tendency  towards  fewer  and  larger  units 
in  the  Grange.  Again,  we  would  call  the  attention  of  the  State  Grange  to  the 
danger  of  the  removal  of  a  community  center  for  such  removal  always 
means  that  people  will  travel  away  from  their  community  for  entertain- 
ment, business  and  whatever  pertains  to  agricultural  interests.  The  Grange 
always  advocated  strong  community  centers  and  it  should  be  said  too  that 
the  Federal  government  is  interested  in  the  development  of  community 
centers  even  to  the  extent  of  planning  and  building  such  centers.  With  the 
Grange  organization  and  its  fine  equipment  of  halls,  etc.,  we  do  not  see 
any  need  for  federal  activity  in  establishing  rural  community  centers. 

For  many  years  the  Grange  has  opposed  the  centralization  of  gov- 
ernment and  especial  emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  the  importance  of  a 
strong  Grange  in  every  community  or  district  where  there  is  sufficient 
rural  population  to  support  a  Grange.  Again  we  would  repeat  what  we 
said  a  year  ago  that  "We  view  with  alarm  the  effort  of  the  government 
to  do  everything  for  our  people."  Initiative  and  self-help  have  always  been 
the  background  of  strong  characters  as  well  as  of  good  government. 

The  general  work  of  the  Grange  centers  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  Grange  and  we  would  report  that  the  activities  of  this  office 
are  ever  widening  both  in  extent  and  in  influence.  Our  cooperation  and 
council  is  sought  by  other  agricultural  and  business  groups.  We  would 
stress  the  importance  for  all  Granges  to  lead  in  all  agricultural  interests 
of  the  home  community.  Many  vexing  problems  appear  on  the  surface 
now.  The  attempts  to  unionize  the  farmers  of  Pennsylvania  must  not  be 
allowed.  Naturally,  every  Subordinate  Grange  stands  to  uphold  and  defend 
the  policies  of  the  State  Grange  and  we  must  guard  those  policies  with 
all  our  might  in  the  days  ahead.  The  work  of  the  Grange  in  general,  as 
well  as  the  work  of  the  Secretary's  office  in  particular,  is  ever  widening  in 
its  scope.  The  following  figure  indicate  the  tremendous  business  that 
centers  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange.  During  the 
year  our  incoming  mail  consisted  of  12,718  pieces,  made  up  of  12,012  letters, 
600  cards  and  106  packages.  Our  outgoing  mail  was  heavier  and  showed 
a  total  of  21,380  pieces,  made  up  of  13,086  letters,  3,467  cards  and  4,827 
packages. 

As  usual  our  aim  continues  to  be  to  render  the  best  possible  service- 
first,  to  the  Order;  and  second,  to  agricultural  in  general.  The  policies 
of  the  State  Grange  developed  over  a  long  period  of  years  places  the 
Grange  in  an  enviable  position  among  all  organizations.     Down  through 


the  years  the  thinking  of  the  Grange  leaders  has  been  sound  as  proven 
by  others  who  have  accepted  the  declarations  of  the  Grange.  It  should  be 
the  aim  of  the  Grange  to  continue  to  lead  the  thinking  in  agriculture  and 

not  to  follow.  u    '^4r  A

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 
This  being  my  last  annual  report  as  Flora  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange,  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Patrons  of  Pennsylvania 
for  giving  me  the  privilege  of  serving  in  this  station  and  for  the  loyal 
support  and  cooperation  I  have  received  at  all  times  during  my  term  of 
office;  especially  from  my  predecessor  Mrs.  Shumway,  from  Professor 
Kerns  and  my  fellow  officers  as  well  as  the  Pomona  lecturers  and  others 
who  have  aided  in  exemplifying  the  Sixth  Degree  twenty-seven  times  in- 
cluding this  session.  Eighty-two  hundred  and  fifty  Patrons  have  been 
initiated  in  the  Sixth  Degree  during  my  term  and  received  a  rose  bud,  the 
emblem  of  the  Degree.    We  also  hope  to  have  a  large  class  at  this  session. 
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I  have  organized  two  Juvenile  Granges  in  my  own  county  and  assisted 
in  installing  the  officers  in  six  Subordinates  this  year. 

Through  the  door  of  the  Grange  have  passed  the  finest  people  on  the 
earth,  but  let  us  not  spend  our  time  yearning  for  yesterdays,  for  its 
markets  or  money,  for  like  Ford's  first  automt^bile  which  had  no  reverse 
we  cannot  go  back,  but  we  can  profit  from  past  successes,  forget  past 
failures  and  go  forward,  "Working  each  day  as  if  we  would  live  forever 
and  living  each  day  as  if  we  would  die  tomorrow."  '

Nineteen  thirty-eight!  The  Golden  Jubilee  of  our  Juvenile  Grange! 
It  is  a  real  pleasure  to  bring  to  you  a  report  of  this  branch  of  our  Order 
on  the  50th  Anniversary.  Steady  progress  is  being  made  in  Pennsylvania 
and  we  hold  third  place  in  Juvenile  work  in  our  Nation.  It  is  remarkable 
the  foresight  our  early  Grange  Patrons  had  to  see  the  possibilities  in  the 
Juvenile  Grange.  The  National  records  reveal  the  fact  that  while  con- 
sideration was  given  the  problem  of  the  Juvenile  Grange  in  188ft  and  18S7, 
the  first  Juvenile  Grange  ritual,  By-Laws  and  Rules  were  adopted  in  1888 
when  Texas  State  Grange  blazed  the  pathway  in  the  Juvenile  field.  The 
matter  was  reported  to  the  National  Grange  in  November  of  the  same  year, 
so  the  first  recognition  of  the  Juvenile  Grange  is  found  in  the  National 
Grange  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  that  year,  just  fifty  years  ago.  The 
Juvenile  manual  was  not  adopted  until  later  and  it  was  three  years  before 
printed  Manuals  were  available  to  the  States.  The  State  Granges  furnished 
the  Manuals  and  Charters  for  the  first  twenty-five  years  but  the  National 
Grange  has  provided  them  since  that  time. 

The  Grange,  then,  was  the  first  agricultural  organization  that  realized 
that  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  farm  needed  an  organization  of  their  very 
own  where  they  could  be  helped  and  educated  to  become  the  type  of  young 
people  that  would  work  for  better  conditions  and  higher  ideals  for  farm 
homes  and  communities.  Just  as  the  Subordinate  Grange  is  fitting  its 
members  for  more  complete  living,  so  the  Juvenile  Grange  is  training  our 
young  people  to  be  ready  to  live  worthwhile  lives  in  the  open  country. 

To  continue  this  work  conscientious,  interested,  self-sacrificing  leaders 
are  needed  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  to  see  that  proper 
selection  of  Matrons  is  made.  The  influence  of  this  organization  is  more 
far-reaching  than  we  realize.  A  school  teacher  wanted  to  join  the  Sub- 
ordinate Grange  because  after  the  organization  of  the  Juvenile  Grange 
her  pupils  improved  in  manners  and  did  not  swear.  Other  foreign  children 
in  the  same  school  who  joined  the  Juvenile  changed  radically  and  became 
protectors  instead  of  destroyers  of  others  property  and  were  more  respect- 
ful to  the  Flag.  Thus  our  Juvenile  Grange  is  not  only  a  benefit  to  our 
boys  and  girls  but  a  real  asset  to  the  community. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  Pennsylvania  has  qualified  as  a  "Model 
Juvenile  Grange  State".  The  requirements  for  this  were  many  and  our 
acquiring  them  was  due  to  the  number  of  faithful  Juvenile  workers  all 
over  the  State.  We  are  very  proud  of  the  work  done  this  year  for  we 
organized  and  reorganized  eleven  Juvenile  Granges  and  made  a  net  gain 
of  four  Granges  and  146  members.  The  National  Supt.  Susan  Freestone 
reported  in  Oregon  that  we  now  have  in  the  nation  1265  Juvenile  Granges, 
33,700  members  and  over  20,000  Honorary  members. 

Seven  Juvenile  Granges  qualified  as  Honor  Granges  in  Penna.  I  wish 
we  might  have  many  more  another  year.  Much  more  interest  in  all  pro- 
jects was  manifest  this  year.  Six  essays  were  entered  in  the  National 
Essay  Contest.  Margaret  Jean  Beatty  of  Union  Grange,  Brookville,  Jeffer- 
son County  was  the  first  place  winner  for  Penna.  Five  reports  for  the 
National  Achievement  Contest  were  sent  in  and  it  was  very  hard  for  the 
judges  to  reach  a  decision.  Big  Knob  Juvenile,  of  Beaver  County  was  at  last 
selected.  Two  other  reports  came  in  too  late  to  be  used.  Several  Granges 
have  participated  in  our  State  Publicity  project  this  year  as  the  result  of 
this  contest  and  the  decision  of  two  sets  of  Judges,  we  find  the  awards  as 
follows:  Tioga  Valley,  Tioga  County,  1st;  Cincinatus,  Crawford  County, 
2nd;  Union  City,  Erie  County,  Srd. 
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Many  Matrons  and  Juvenile  Deputies  attended  the  Lecturers'  Short 
Course  at  State  College  last  spring  when  the  National  Supt.  Sister  Free- 
stone was  with  us  for  special  work  in  the  Juvenile  field.  We  need  more 
such  meetings  as  our  Matrons  and  Deputies  need  material  and  suggestions. 
I  trust  many  of  our  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  will  assist  our 
Juveniles  so  that  Matrons  may  attend  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  to 
be  held  in  State  College,  next  August.  New  York  State  has  held  regional 
conferences  for  Matrons  and  Deputies  early  in  the  year  and  finds  much 
progress  since  doing  so.  County-wide  get-togethers  were  also  held  and 
are  very  beneficial. 

The  Juvenile  Degree  was  given  by  the  Juvenile  Granges  of  Washington 
County,  Wednesday  afternoon  following  the  Fifth  Degree.  This  work 
was  of  exceptional  high  caliber  and  they  all  deserve  much  praise. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  every  Matron,  Deputy, 
Juvenile  member  and  worker  in  the  State  for  the  splendid  cooperation 
given  this  work.  We  have  made  progress  and  it  is  due  to  the  help  of 
the  interested  people  all  over  the  State.  But  our  success  this  year  means 
more  work  next  year  for  we  must  better  our  present  record.  May  1939 
be  a  banner  year  in  Juvenile  work.  May  we  all  realize  that  these  boys  and 
girls  are  the  future  Grangers  and  leaders  of  our  country.  It  is  necessary 
that  we  devote  some  time  to  them  for  they  will  soon  take  our  places.

He  is  a  person  who  is  going  to  carry  on  what  you  have  started.

You  may  adopt  all  the  policies  you  please,  but  how  they  will  be  carried 
out  depends  upon  him. 

Even  if  you  make  leagues  and  treaties,  he  will  have  to  manage  them. 

He  is  going  to  sit  at  your  desk  in  the  Senate,  and  occupy  your  place 
on  the  Supreme  Bench. 

He  will  assume  control  of  your  cities,  states  and  nation. 

He  is  going  to  move  in  and  take  over  your  prisons,  churches,  schools, 
universities  and  corporations. 

All  your  work  is  going  to  be  judged  and  praised  or  condemned  by  him.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANTEE  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

Since  your  committee  have  been  custodians  of  the  Dr.  Ellis  M.  Santee 
scholarship  fund,  they  have  received  a  total  of  $1500.  This  money  has 
been  loaned  out  to  worthy  grange  students  in  the  amounts  of  $100'  each, 
making  the  fifteen  student  loans  which  are  in  use  at  the  present  time.  One 
loan  has  been  repaid  and  that  money  also  has  been  loaned,  making  sixteen 
students  in  all  that  have  been  helped. 
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To  date  we  have  had  many  inquiries,  but  the  applicants  do  not  follow 
up  with  the  necessary  credentials.  We  have  had  several  requestVfrom 
those  we  have  already  helped,  but  with  limited  funds,  we  have  felt  th^^ 
new  applicants  should  be  helped  rather  than  those  who  had  already  re- 
ceived  aid.  We  feel  that  probably  loans  should  be  limited  to  the  last  two 
years  in  college,  so  that  the  fund  will  never  become  depleted  while  awaiting 
payment  of  loans.  *
